THE UP AS CREDIT 
CRUNCH HITS HOME

REPOSSESSIONS are on the 
rise across the county - and the 
worst may be yet to come, say 
housing experts. 

More borrowers are struggling to keep up with 
higher mortgage repayments brought on by the 
credit crunch across the county’s eight districts - 
apart from in Maidstone and Ashford. 

According to the Ministry of Justice, the 
number of mortgage possession claims issued 
in Ashford has dropped 21 per cent in the sec¬ 
ond quarter of this year compared to the same 
period in 2007. 

But in Tunbridge Wells 22 per cent more 
homeowners’ properties are facing repossession. 

Repayments 

John Oakley, chairman of the East Kent 
branch of the National Association of Estate 
Agents, predicted worse may be to come. 

“The credit crunch has not really hit them 
yet and from the end of September to 
December you might project higher reposses¬ 
sion rates. 

“I would not mind betting they would 
change at the end of September to December 
as the crunch starts to bite. 

“People cannot afford their [mortgage] 
repayments and cannot sell because the mar¬ 
ket is just not happening,” he said. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders revealed 
at the beginning of August the amount of 


homes being repossessed nationally had risen 
48 per cent in the last year. 

Mr Oakley said he was surprised Ashford 
had bucked the national and regional trend for 
mortgage possession claims rising. 

“If they had gone up then I would say it was 
because there is so much new building and 
promotion of high percentage mortgages that 
people cannot afford to live there. 

“But this is a contradiction,” he said. 

He speculated as to why Tunbridge Wells 
had seen such a sharp increase, suggesting 
the higher property prices in the area 
meant people had borrowed more to afford 
their homes and were now under increasing 
financial pressure. 

“It is one of the more expensive areas in the 


county and if you are going to buy you have to 
have a good income or borrow more money 
which puts more pressure on maintaining 
that lifestyle. 

“There’s a pressure to "keep up with the 
Joneses’,” he said. “These people bought into 
the good lifestyle, they go out to the wine bars 
and restaurants and are perhaps living 
beyond their means which is putting pressure 
on their disposable income.” 

A housing spokeswoman for the Citizens 
Advice Bureau (CAB) in Tunbridge Wells said 
the branch was applying for extra funding to 
help it deal with the “dramatic” rise in the 
number of people seeking help with mortgage 
possession claims made against them. 

She suggested the high number of people 


with well-paid careers in the City living in the 
town, mainly because of the good schools, who 
were now facing job losses could account for 
the dramatic increase in homeowners strug¬ 
gling to pay their mortgages. 

“Lately a couple came in and he’d had a good 
job earning £50,000, they were not the average 
client we deal with, they wanted to know what 
their rights were and what could happen after 
they’d been issued with a mortgage possession 
claim,” she added. 

Medway has seen no change since last year, 
in Dartford there was a 16 per cent increase, 
Canterbury has seen a rise of 17 per cent and 
in Thanet the number of people at risk of los¬ 
ing their homes has increased by five per cent. 

The average rise in repossessions across the 
county is five per cent. 

Decline 

Judith Armitt, managing director of 
Ashford’s Future, which is responsible for the 
regeneration of the town that will see it double 
in size by 2031, said: “Ashford is attracting a 
growing number of well-paid, skilled jobs, 
which means those living and working in the 
town are managing to weather the storm.” 

Damian Green, the Conservative MP for 
Ashford, said the key to the decline in possible 
repossessions was due to housing in the area 
remaining relatively cheap in comparison to 
London boroughs, meaning people are less 
stretched than in some areas. 

But he said it did not necessarily mean 
Ashford would meet its ambitious target of

Expert tells of 
‘mind-blowing 

scale’ of crime 
on the internet

LAW enforcement agencies globally 
are struggling to keep up with 
increasingly sophisticated criminals 
in the battle against cybercrime, a 
leading academic from Kent has said. 

International experts in computer crime gath¬ 
ered at Canterbury Christ Church University on 
Monday for the start of a two-day conference on 
the growing problem. 

Denis Edgar-Nevill, who chaired the event and 
is head of the computing department at the uni¬ 
versity, spoke of the huge scale of the problem, 
from spam and junk email to scams and child sex 
abuse on the internet. 

“People should not believe cybercrime is being 
dealt with well or that it is something law enforce¬ 
ment agencies are on top of,” he said. 

He said there were certain areas where police 
forces were doing “exceptionally well” but that the 
sheer scale of the problem was enormous. 

Globally there are more than a billion internet 
users, a number which is growing fast. 

Pornography 

The internet opens up endless possibilities such 
as enabling people to send and receive emails at 
the click of a button, chatting ‘live’ online and 
sharing and transferring files. 

Tackling paedophiles who use the internet to 
groom children through chatrooms and create and 
share child pornography on the web was dis¬ 
cussed at the conference and has been the subject 
of many high-profile cases. 

This time last year a paedophile ring involving 
a woman, who used to work at a pharmaceutical 
company in Kent, were jailed as part of a Kent 
Police investigation called Operation Starlight, 
which traced the criminals’ activity using the 
internet. 

Officers discovered extensive abuse of children 
under 13 years of age. 

Mr Edgar-Nevill explained the kind of technolo¬ 
gy used by detectives, saying sophisticated 
processes were waiting not only to discover mate¬ 
rial, but also set traps for people who accessed it. 

“Paedophiles log onto a website and they cannot 
be sure they are talking to another paedophile or

a police officer,” he said. “But there is an enormous 
amount out there. It is a much bigger problem 
than many realise. 

“The problem is mind-blowing in terms of the 
scale. It is a consequence of the technology becom¬ 
ing cheaper and more accessible.” 

The aim of the conference was to discuss the 
provision of education and training courses to 
equip police officers and security companies to 
fight cybercrime. 

“There’s a degree of catch-up going on as to who 
becomes more sophisticated - law enforcement 
agencies or the criminals. 

“There is a battle to keep up to date and track 
things around the internet and make sure people 
are prosecuted. It is a much bigger enterprise 
than most people realise. 

“Cybercrime can touch everybody, all the way 
from receiving software viruses, which is a crime 
because it damages your computer, to crimes 
against children and large-scale financial crimes. 

“One of the concerns I have is that police forces 
focus on the more serious crimes. 

“Large financial crimes are a big problem, but 
there are smaller level crimes which are not being 
addressed because there are not the resources. 

“Law enforcement agencies are being swamped 
and there are not sufficient resources to cope.”

31,000 new homes in 23 years. 

“I think it’s going to be hugely dif¬ 
ficult. We should be under no illu¬ 
sions that housebuilders want to 
continue building at the rate 
demanded in Ashford in this hous¬ 
ing environment,” he said. 

While the current downturn in 
the global economy, brought on by 
the sub-prime mortgage crisis, has 
left more Kent homeowners strug¬ 
gling this year than last, the picture 
is much bleaker in other parts of 
the country. 

Cambridgeshire, Norfolk and 
Suffolk showed a 29 per cent 
increase in the number of property 
owners facing repossessions com¬ 
pared to 13 per cent for the South 
East as a whole. 

Frazer Thompson, chair of the 
Kent branch of the Institute of 
Directors (IoD), said: “If anywhere’s 
going to perform better I would 
expect it to be Kent. 

Rescue package 

“Kent is an area that is booming 
relatively to the rest of the UK 
economy because of the improve¬ 
ments to the infrastructure, of 
which there are more to come, and 
its proximity to Europe. 

“And London is now expanding 
eastwards rather than west, which 
it has done historically.” 

In a bid to help struggling home- 
owners the Government unveiled a 
£1 billion ‘housing rescue package’ 
on Monday. 

Measures include a mortgage res¬ 
cue scheme to help people in danger 
of having their houses repossessed. 

A system of ‘shared ownership’ 
has been put forward whereby 
homeowners can sell a share of their 
property to a housing association. 

A one-year stamp duty ‘holiday’ 
has been ordered for people buying 
properties under £175,000 aimed at 
helping first-time buyers get on the 
property ladder. 

Mr Thompson said: “I don’t think 
it’ll do much at all. The Government 
does not have any money because it 
spent unwisely during the good 
years and now other is not enough 
to stimulate the economy in the bad 
years.” 

He added that he thought 2012 
would prove to be the light at the 
end of the tunnel for the economy.

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George Cross hero recalls shocking ordeal of 50 years ago 


Night I was shot in 
face by a burglar

IT happened half a century ago, 
but Henry William Stevens 
remembers the night in Bickley, 
Bromley, as if it were yesterday 

At about 8pm on March 29,1958, as a 30- 
year-old police constable, he was one of three 
officers who responded to a report of a sus¬ 
pected break-in. 

What happened during the call-out would 
result in Mr Stevens, now 80, receiving the 
highest civilian award for gallantry, the 
George Cross. 

Dressed in plain clothes because he was in 
the process of joining the Metropolitan 
Police’s CID, Mr Stevens went to the back of 
the house while the other officers entered 
the front garden. 

As Mr Stevens reached the back of the 
house, a man jumped down from a fence five 
yards in front of him. He shouted a warning, 
but the man, who he recognised to be a 
“well-known villain”, ran off. 

Mr Stevens, who now lives in East 
London, chased him for 75 yards. The man 
then turned and, with a revolver in his 
hand, said: “Stop, or you’ll get some of this.” 

In the dim light, Mr Stevens could not tell 
for sure if the man really did have a gun. He 
did not stop - and the burglar kept his word. 

“Everything seemed to explode,” Mr 
Stevens told Kent on Sunday. “My face 
seemed to blow up -1 saw stars. I could taste 
blood and I could feel bits in my mouth.” 

Dazed and unaware of how lucky he had 
just been, Mr Stevens resumed the chase. 
He grabbed the crook, forced him up against

railings and managed to wrestle the gun 
from his grip. The man stopped struggling 
and said he’d had enough, but when Mr 
Stevens relaxed his hold the criminal 
squeezed his testicles, causing him to let go. 

Mr Stevens got up again, but after a short 
distance, fell to the ground exhausted. A 
jacket and coat left behind by the burglar led 
to his arrest a week later. Only when Mr 
Stevens got to Bromley Hospital did he 
realise the extent of his injuries. 

“I thought it must have been a starter 
pistol,” he added. “It wasn’t until the doctor 


said We’ll have to operate’ that I knew.” 

The bullet had hit him in the mouth, shat¬ 
tering his teeth and part of his jawbone. His 
tongue had cushioned the impact, acting 
“like a sandbag”. 

The grandfather-of-five believes he did not 
give up the pursuit because of his tough 
upbringing in Bow, east London. 

“My father died when I was five and my 
mother brought up six of us. I wasn’t a 
mummy’s boy who went to college. 

“I roughed it. I mucked about with the 
boys at school, got into scraps and I’m sure 
that helped. I was so annoyed that some¬ 
body had done that to me and he wasn’t 
going to get away with it.” 

Mr Stevens, who retired from the Met as a 
chief inspector, added: “Often you would 
have a bit of a punch-up with them or strug¬ 
gle. They never came quietly like on TV.” 

His citation in the London Gazette of 
October 17, 1958, said: “Constable Stevens 
displayed courage of the highest order in 
disregarding a threat with a firearm, closing 
with a gunman after being shot in the 
mouth and, although seriously injured, con¬ 
tinuing in his efforts to arrest the criminal.” 

But he said his actions were nothing com¬ 
pared with George Cross holders such as 
Royal Marine reserve Matthew Croucher, 
who flung himself on a grenade in 
Afghanistan to save his comrades - and 
somehow survived. 

“People like him are heroes. I never look at 
myself like that,” said Mr Stevens. 

There are only 21 holders of the George 
Cross still alive, and nine living recipients of 
the Victoria Cross, its combat equivalent. 



Top cop attacks 
sentencing policy 

KENT’S Chief Constable Mike Fuller says the 
Government is to blame for serious criminals 
avoiding prison sentences. 

In an article in The Guardian newspaper, Mr 
Fuller said a lack of spaces meant offenders 
were being released early, or not being jailed at 
all. 

He added that five years ago ministers 
ordered police to bring more criminals to 
justice, but had failed to think through the 
consquences. 

Mr Fuller said: “The feeling is the police do 
their bit, they catch dangerous offenders, and 
sentencing policy is determined by prison 
places.” 


Shop’s spider scare 

A DEADLY banana spider was killed by the 
RSPCA after scaring staff at a Chatham 
supermarket. 

The creature, which is thought to have been 
brought in from Colombia, emerged at the Co¬ 
op store in Wayfield Road, on Monday night. 

Officer Anthony Pulfer used leather gloves 
and a pencil to force the spider into a box. 

He said: “It was very aggressive when I was 
putting it in the box, jumping around and try¬ 
ing to attack me.” 

The RSPCA said the spider, which was 
about one-and-a-half inches long and one of 
the most venomous in the world, was 
“humanely put to sleep”. 

Meanwhile, a tarantula was also picked up 
by the RSPCA in Hastings, East Sussex, on 
Tuesday after a family accidentally brought it 
home from a holiday in Cyprus.

TV CHEF Phil Vickery and Aldi have teamed 
up to tackle the effects of the credit crunch on 
the nation’s eating habits. 

The Folkestone-born Ready Steady Cook 
personality will be working with the discount 
store from this month. 

The award-winning chef, who is married to 
This Morning presenter Fern Britton, will fea¬ 
ture in Aldi’s TV adverts from September 15. 

He said: “With everyone’s purse strings 
tightening, Aldi offers a genuine alternative.” 

Mr Vickery started his career in a seaside 
hotel in Folkestone and went on to work at 
Restaurant 74 in Canterbury. 


New figures confirm 
M20 trucks menace 


THE M20 is the worst road in the UK when 
it comes to accidents caused by lorries in 
which people are killed or injured, according 
to new figures. 

HGVs account for 40 per cent of serious 
accidents along the motorway but comprise 
just eight per cent of the traffic flow. 

This is nine per cent more than the number 
of deaths and injuries caused on the UKs 
roads as a whole. 

The M20 is the major route between 
London and port of Dover, where lorries cross 
to and from the Continent. 

A regular user from Gravesend, said: 
“These figures won’t surprise anyone who 
uses the M20 on a daily basis. 

“But it’s not the volume of lorries or their 
size, it’s the blatant bad driving of a small 
number of them. 

‘You can be overtaking a string of lorries in 
the slow lane, and one will indicate and 
immediately pull out. You have to either pull 
up sharply, which endangers the driver 
behind you, or you have to shoot straight into 
the fast lane, again very dangerous. 

“Also, now and again you’ll get a lorry doing 
61mph overtaking another doing 60mph, 
and it takes ages while cars pile up behind 
trying to get into the usually busy fast lane. 

“There have been trials on some motor¬ 
ways where lorries are not allowed to pull 
out from the slow lane. This makes sense and 
won’t really affect the lorries because they’re 
all usually in convoy at 60mph anyway.” 

The statistics have been compiled by the 


Liberal Democrats, who want to get more 
freight on railways to cut road deaths and 
injuries. They have been put together over 
the last five years as part of the party’s poli¬ 
cy strategy on transport infrastructure 
across the country. 

Lib Dem transport spokesman Norman 
Baker said: “Some of our roads are becoming 
lorry accident blackspots. Many of these acci¬ 
dents could have been avoided. 

“Our roads network is clearly not capable 
of dealing with the large volume of freight it 
carries. Ensuring more freight travels by rail 
would make it safer. 

“Instead of tackling the need for rail freight 
the Government continues to plough money 
into road expansion.” 

The figures emerged as the Government 
continues to look into plans to allow massive 
60-tonne supertrucks onto the UK’s roads. 

They are in regular use in Europe and the 
USA ,and the EU would like to see them per¬ 
mitted on all member states’ roads - despite 
opposition from road safety campaigners and 
environmental groups. 

Transport Secretary Ruth Kelly has stated 
they are unsuitable for British roads but 
pressure has been increased by the rising 
costs of fuel which hauliers say make larger 
lorries more cost effective. 

The Freight Transport Association has 
backed the call, saying the large lorries 
would cut carbon emissions by 30 per cent as 
loads could be transported more economical¬ 
ly and by fewer vehicles.

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30 Tigers hold off 400 Taliban 


A SMALL group of soldiers from 
Kent’s county regiment defended 
crucially important high ground 
from more than 400 Taliban fighters 
in Afghanistan. 

Just over 30 men from the 
Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment 
- nicknamed the Tigers - used 
sniper rifles to repel the enemy from 
Roshan Tower, which overlooks the 
town of Musa Qala in Helmand 
Province. 

Only one British soldier was 
wounded during the nine-day battle, 


which was commanded by 
Lieutenant Dave Thomas, 24, from 
Meopham. 

As the attacks increased, he called 
for support from Apache helicopters 
and British, US, French and Dutch 
jets, and the troops emerged victori¬ 
ous. Lt Thomas’s father, Ian, said he 
was proud yet worried when he dis¬ 
covered what his son had been up to 


in Afghanistan. He said: “Because of 
the restrictions he can’t tell us much 
when we speak on the telephone, so 
it’s a bit of a worry when we hear 
stories like this. 

“But it’s the same for anyone who 
has a relative out there fighting. 
You’re proud of them but that pride 
is tinged with concern too.” 

Lt Thomas, who attended 


Gravesend Grammar School for 
Boys, has now left Afghanistan after 
four months’ service and will return 
home shortly. 

His father said: “His platoon has 
flown back to Cyprus for debriefing 
and then he’ll be coming back to 
Kent. 

“It will be really good to see him 
again, catch up and talk through 


what he has been doing. Then we’ll 
decide how to celebrate his return.” 

The Roshan Tower battle was 
watched on the ground by former 
SAS soldier and Bravo Two Zero 
author Andy McNab, who praised 
the troops’ bravery in an article in 
The Sun. 

• Kent on Sunday reporter Jamie 
McGinnes was the first journalist to 
spend time with the Tigers at 
Roshan Tower last month, and 
actor/presenter Ross Kemp has also 
been there filming a documentary. 


Expert’s 
warning 
to village 
retailers

A RURAL retailing expert has 
warned that Kent’s small shop¬ 
keepers face huge threats which 
could devastate their trade. 

Sean Carter, rural retail consultant of 
Action with Communities in Rural Kent, 
said Government proposals and actions by 
the publishing industry could affect sales of 
newspapers, tobacco and alcohol. 

Speaking at a ceremony to mark the Kent 
Calor Village of the Year and the county’s 
Community Retailer of the Year, he said 
those three items make up about 40 per 
cent of an average rural retailer’s turnover. 

Shopkeepers could find themselves strug¬ 
gling to keep newspapers on their shelves 
because publishers of national titles are 
testing whether to deal direct with the pub¬ 
lic via subscriptions, cutting out whole¬ 
salers and retailers. 

He said: “Publishers are already testing 
this in Belfast. It’s too early to say what the 
results are, but it is a cause for concern.” 

Also, government proposals aim to do 
away with tobacco displays and keep items 
such as cigarettes under the counter - 
which means a lot of extra cost for retailers 
and the threat of lower sales. 

Mr Carter said: “The consultation period 
ends on Monday and we’ll have to wait and 
see what happens after that, but the indus¬ 
try’s reaction has been furious.” 

Top level ideas are also circulating that 
alcohol sales should be banned to under 21s 
rather than under 18s. But this is a growth 


market for retailers and changes could 
have a huge impact on sales. 

Kent’s Community Retailer of the Year is 
Ian Florey of the village Spar shop in 
Sissinghurst, and the county’s Calor 
Village of the Year is Burham. 

It is the site of the Battle of Medway, 
which took place in 43 AD, but in the battle 
of the villages this year it beat 22 others for 
the coveted award, which was presented at 
Lenham community hall on Thursday. 

Burham also took top place in the compe¬ 
tition’s People section, while the Business 
category went to East Peckham. 

Environment was won by Bredhurst, 
Communications by Minster in Thanet and 
the Special Commendation for New 
Entrant went to Charing. 

The competition is organised annually by 
Action with Communities in Rural Kent 
with sponsorship by Calor, the Kent branch 
of the Campaign to Protect Rural England, 
Shepherd Neame, BBC Radio Kent, Kent 
Community Foundation, and Kent Men of 
the Trees. 

Burham will now represent Kent in the 
Calor Village of the Year for England com¬ 
petition, with the opportunity of sharing a 
prize fund totalling more than £40,000. 

The Battle of Medway was between the 
Romans and British tribes at a crossing 
point on the River Medway. 

Burham is also close to the prehistoric 
Kits Coty monument, and a short distance 
from the site of the Battle of Aylesford, 
which was fought in 455AD between invad¬ 
ing Saxons and the native British. 

There has been a settlement in Burham 
since Saxon times. In the mid-1800s it 
became a ‘cement village’ on the Medway, 
and now has a population of about 1,300.

A DISTRAUGHT mother has spo¬ 
ken of her anguish at being told her 
son could die after saving the life of 
his girlfriend in Dover. 

William Roberts, 17, was taken to 
the Royal London Hospital after a 
road accident left him with severe 
head injuries. 

But last Sunday, after neuro¬ 
surgery, the teenager opened his 
eyes for the first time. 

The former Canterbury High 
School pupil had been walking with 
girlfriend Danielle Watson, 16, 
across London Road on Monday, 
August 18, when he was struck by a 
black Vauxhall Safira. 

Danielle said William pushed her 
out of the way before being hit. 

His mother, Michelle, 36, said: “I 
can’t describe the pain or the hurt. 
We thought he was going to die. 

‘You can never tell how someone 
will recover from a brain injury. His 
personality could be affected.” 

Mum-of-six Michelle added that 
her “funny and kind” son - 18 next 
month - had also saved his brother 
from drowning when he was just 11.

Tattooed abuser jailed 


A MAN who was once the most 
heavily tattooed in England has 
been jailed for 10 years for sexu¬ 
al abuse offences. 

William Ball, 67, of The 
Downs, Preston, near 
Canterbury, was sentenced on 
Monday at Canterbury Crown 
Court. 

He was convicted of six rapes 
and eight indecent assaults 
which took place more than 20 


years ago when he was living in 
Deal. Ball got his first tattoo 
aged 15 when he was looking for 
work as a circus performer and 
he has extensive body art on his 
face and head. 

At one time he was recognised 
as the most heavily tattooed 
man in England. Ball has been 
placed on the sex offenders reg¬ 
ister for life and is banned from 
working with children.

New hope for the blind 
children of Sierra Leone

A CHARITY worker has described 
how Kent on Sunday and its read¬ 
ers have helped hundreds of dis¬ 
abled children across one of the 
world’s poorest countries. 

KoS and the UK charity that supports 
Milton Margai School for the Blind in Sierra 
Leone organised a concert for their renowned 
choir at Canterbury Cathedral last July. 

The 25 blind and partially sighted young 
choristers enraptured the audience during 
the performance, which was part of a UK¬ 
wide tom’. 

Peter Penfold, chairman of the UK 
Association for the Milton Margai School for 
the Blind, said most of the tens of thousands 
of pounds raised by the choir’s tour has been 
spent on keeping the school in the capital 
Freetown going. 

But £1,000 was also given to each of the 
neighbouring schools for deaf and disabled 
children and the country’s only other blind 
school, in the southern city of Bo. 

“The money had quite an impact in the 
country as a whole,” Mr Penfold said.

During the 11-year civil war rebel fighters 
deliberately blinded some of the 83 pupils 
and many others lost family members. One 
young woman watched her father killed by 
rebels before they held her down and poured 
liquid plastic into her eyes. 

At last year’s concert the choristers sung 
about loss and sadness, but also their hope 
that peace and democracy in the country 
could last. 

Discrimination 

Young people educated at the school often 
go on to university and many enjoy success¬ 
ful careers, bucking the trend in a country in 
which the disabled face widespread discrim¬ 
ination - and worse. 

Mr Penfold, a former British High 
Commissioner, said: “These are people who 
go on to make a difference. It is not just help¬ 
ing an individual - there is scope for rebuild¬ 
ing the country.” 

One former pupil runs one of the country’s 
major recording studios, another works in 
the legal system and Imurana Vandi, who 


has written a number of articles for KoS, 
works in national radio. 

“They are role models for not only disabled 
people but the wider community,” said Mr 
Penfold. “Vandi’s job is almost a direct result 
of what he did here because he was given the 
opportunity to portray his writing skills.” 

He said he was working with a disabled 
MP in Sierra Leone in an attempt to pass 
disability legislation. 

“We only want to give them a level playing 
field. At the moment they won’t even be 
interviewed, whether they are capable or 
not. 

“Children born blind and disabled are 
often murdered at birth in their village or 
locked away at home.” 

Barbara Davidson, who has been a teacher 
at the school for 15 years, said the school 
had only ever taught one child with multiple 
disabilities. 

The blind boy had been so severely 
drugged by rebels that he had epilepsy, 
which eventually caused a seizure that led 
to his death, she said. 



When KoS interviewed the choir before 
the concert the children were very matter of 
fact about their past and talked openly 
about losing family in the fighting that has 
ravaged their country. 

Larry Davis is a fundraiser for the nation¬ 
al charity Vision and helped organise the 
Canterbury concert. After being inspired by 
the children’s performance he decided to 
help the school further. 

In its first project abroad, the charity 
donated £18,000 to the school for two accom¬ 
modation blocks to be built and the refur¬ 
bishment of a vocational centre, which 
teaches less academically gifted pupils prac¬ 
tical skills.

In June, 2007, KoS took hundreds of books 
and educational materials donated by gen¬ 
erous readers to give to children at a school 
in the village of Kent, Sierra Leone. 

Books were also given to an orphanage in 
Freetown and a charity called EducAid, 
which supports schools in Sierra Leone.

Mixed feelings over 
PM’s housing plans

MAIDSTONE could be qui¬ 
eter than usual if commuters 
agree to leave their cars at 
home for one day in the name 
of the environment. 

People who would normally drive into 
the bustling county town have been 
asked to find alternative modes of trans¬ 
port for the finale of Maidstone Goes 
Green week, on Friday, September 19. 

To assess the results of the day, Kent 
Highway Services will monitor the 
traffic flow on the main arterial routes 
while the borough council will measure 
the air quality and compare it with 
past data. 

County councillor Keith Ferrin, who 
is the cabinet member for the environ¬ 
ment, welcomed the idea. 

He said: “It’s amazing that 25 per cent 
of all journeys are two miles or less, but 
we often use the car out of habit. 

“We want everyone to look at the 
way they travel and recognise they 
can make that daily traffic queue 
shorter, while at the same time sav¬ 
ing themselves money. 

“Climate change is something we’re 
all responsible for and we need to get 
the message across that making 
small lifestyle changes can make a 
big difference.” 

Motorists who agree to leave their 


cars at home will automatically enter 
the Maidstone Commuter Challenge, 
and will therefore be able to pick up 
free mini-breakfasts by passing one of 
three finish lines in the town. 

Those who find more imaginative 
ways to travel in will be entered into a 
competition to win a six-month gym 
membership or one of three bicycles 
from Cycles UK 

Cllr Trudy Dean, leader of the 
Liberal Democrats on Kent County 
Council, welcomed the principle of the 
scheme but said it would be unrealis¬ 
tic to expect commuters to leave then- 
cars at home in the long term. 

She said: ‘The only way this can be 
done significantly in Maidstone is by 
creating more park-and-ride schemes. 

“The level of pollution in the town is 
causing great concern so if we are 


going to introduce no-car days they 
need to be on a more regular basis. 

“A lot of money has been spent on 
reducing traffic congestion in the town, 
but that’s not going to reduce the pollu¬ 
tion because the vehicles are still there. 

“I would welcome people using 
alternative modes of transport provid¬ 
ing facilities like safe cycle tracks 
and pedestrian routes are put in place, 
but it’s unrealistic to expect people to 
totally desert their cars.” 

Each day of Maidstone Goes Green 
week, which starts on Monday, 
September 15, will focus on a different 
transport option. 

The town’s three shopping centres - 
The Mall Chequers, Fremlin Walk and 
Royal Star Arcade - will also take part 
by hosting events such as free bicycle 
health checks and bus clinics. 


REACTIONS in Kent to Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown’s £1.6 bil¬ 
lion package of measures to help 
the ailing housing market this 
week were mixed. 

It was a bid to help first-time 
buyers get on the housing ladder 
and an aid to homeowners who 
are struggling to meet their 
mortgage repayments and may 
face eviction. 

To kick start the housing mar¬ 
ket would do a lot to ease the pain 
of the current economic downturn 
because it is a major generator in 
the national economy - there are 


a lot of spin-offs which boost cof¬ 
fers and start shop tills ringing. 

But, although county experts 
thought it was certainly some good 
news, many felt it did not tackle 
the root cause of the market’s 
ongoing problems - lack of mort¬ 
gage funding and availability.

Returning the favour 
for Dunkirk’s Queen

THE Medway Queen will sail 
closer to salvation when a con¬ 
tract to rebuild its hull is 
finalised this month. 

Bristol-based boatbuilder David Abels has 
won the right to reconstruct the historic 
paddle steamer after being selected from a 
list of eight by the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

He will be helped by tradesmen who spe¬ 
cialise in the traditional boatbuilding tech¬ 
nique of riveting, using plans which date 
back to when the Medway Queen was first 
constructed in the 1920s. 

The Medway Queen Preservation Society 
has been fighting to preserve the boat for 
more than 20 years, and in 2006 it won a 
£1.8 million grant from the lottery fund. 

Spokesman Brian Goodhew was delighted 
the group’s campaign was picking up steam. 

He said: “I believe that now things are 
happening after many years, people will 
take a renewed interest. This is the first 
chapter in a new beginning.” 

Mr Goodhew said 8,000ft of decking was 
now in containers ready to be transported to 
Bristol once the contract has been signed. 

He added: “We’ve been trying to save the 
Medway Queen for years and now we’ve 
taken a big step forward. 

“It’s part of our national heritage and

important to preserve. The Medway Queen 
saved 7,000 soldiers at Dunkirk.” 

Built in Scotland in 1924, the Medway 
Queen served as a minesweeper protecting 
the Channel in the Second World War. 

After evacuating Kent children to East 
Anglia in 1939, she became part of the flotil¬ 
la of little ships rescuing soldiers from 
Dunkirk during Operation Dynamo. 

The Medway Queen made a record seven 
crossings - shooting down three enemy air¬ 
craft in the process - and was later given 
four awards for gallantry, as well as the title 
the Heroine of Dunkirk. 

After being taken out of service in 1963 
she narrowly avoided being scrapped and 
has sunk twice since, once after hitting an 
underwater obstruction in the Isle of Wight 
and again while awaiting repairs at 


Chatham dockyard. 

When Mr Abels and his team start work 
on the Medway Queen, it will be the first 
fully-riveted ship to have been built in an 
English shipyard for 50 years. 

He said: “This project needs modem tech¬ 
nology applied to an old skill. Back in the 
day the rivets would be picked up from a 
coke furnace using tongs, then thrown up to 
a man holding a bucket. 

“We wouldn’t be able to do something as 
dangerous as that, so have had to research 
how we can do it safely. 

“I’ve been here for 29 years, which proba¬ 
bly makes me the oldest boatbuilder in the 
country that hasn’t had a change of owner¬ 
ship or gone into liquidation. 

“Our specialism has been difficult projects. 
We’ve done some really weird things and are 
used to solving problems, so the Medway 
Queen fits our skill set.” 

When asked if he had ever worked on a 
boat as historic as the Medway Queen, Mr 
Abels replied: “I don’t think anyone has. It’s 
good we’ve been selected to rebuild the hull 
- and we’ll enjoy ourselves while we do it.” 

Mr Abels added that the boat will be ready 
to float again by either late 2009 or early 
2010. 

The society’s next task is to raise enough 
money to fit out the inside of the Medway 
Queen once is has been rebuilt.

THE landscape of Thanet will be 
irreparably damaged if large- 
scale developments continue to be 
approved, says an environmental 
body 

The Kent branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England is against plans for a 
large industrial estate at Manston, which it 
says will eventually expand and encroach on 
the countryside. 

While the firm behind the controversial 
China Gateway project - Commercial Kent 
Properties - has only applied for permission 
to build on land already earmarked for 
industrial use, it has confirmed it would like 
to develop two further phases in the future. 

CPRE Kent says the proposals are just the 
latest in a string of development plans that 
will have a “huge and irreversible” effect on 
the landscape of Thanet, and has produced a 
map to prove its point. 

Colin Bridge, convenor of the charity’s 
Thanet group, said: “We want people to 
understand just how much Thanet is going to 
change, even without the China Gateway. 

“Adding to these pressures with a hugely 
damaging development like the Gateway will 
have a profound impact for the worse on the 
quality of life in Thanet.” 

Mr Bridge points to the massive Thanet 
Earth greenhouse development, new homes 
near Westwood Cross and the second phase 


of the East Kent Access Road as examples of 
other large-scale developments on the isle. 

He added: “We need our council to develop 
robust policies that will respect Thanet’s 
remaining open spaces as well as secure its 
economic prosperity. 

“We recognise Thanet needs quality jobs, 
but the cumulative effect of all this building 
will transform the isle and we want people to 
wake up to the importance of protecting what 
remains.” 

The original Gateway application was due 
to be decided by Thanet council’s planning 
committee on August 20, but a Labour 
motion was moved to put the decision before 
the full council. 

A date has now been set for Thursday, 
October 9, after the initial suggestion of 
September 11 was criticised as being too soon 
for enough detail to be covered. 

Meanwhile, a public meeting to discuss the 
plans has also been arranged for 7.30pm on 
Tuesday. 

It will be hosted by film-makers Norman 
Thomas and Christine Tongue at the Red 
Hall in Grosvenor Road, Broadstairs. 

Speaking to our sister paper Yourthanet, 
Mr Thomas said it was critical everyone 
understood the issues involved and what was 
at stake. 

He added: “We will explain what the pro¬ 
posals for China Gateway involve and dis¬ 
cuss what they may mean to the area. 

“The plan involves building a vast industri¬ 
al development on one of Thanet’s aquifers - 
one of the main sources of our drinking 
water. We cannot sleepwalk into this.”

KENT restaurants are causing a 
stir in the new Good Food Guide

There are three new county entries in the 
guide - all located within the ‘east Kent trian¬ 
gle’ of fine dining - which was published this 
week. 

The Yew Tree Inn at Barfreston, near Dover, 
is one of the pubs to enter the well-respected 
guide, and is also the winner of the 2009 UK 
Pub Newcomer Award. 

It has only been open for six months and its 
success has left head chef Ben Williams “gobs¬ 
macked”. 

Canterbury-born Mr Williams, formerly 
head pastry chef at The Square in London, 
said: “It is beyond our wildest dreams and is 
fantastic for the whole team, especially as we 
have only been open since March. Our menu is

firmly focused on using local produce, with our 
meat all coming from within 27 miles. We 
source our fish from Hythe and Deal, and our 
fruit and vegetables are straight from the 
Kent countryside.” 

Mr Williams believes it is this local produce 
- as well as the pub not forgetting “that it is a 
pub, and so should serve sensible, affordable 
food like steak and chips” - that is crucial to its 
success. Customers are flocking from across

Kent and beyond to visit the rural pub, 
which offers two courses for £9.95. One 
group of visitors even hired a minibus and 
travelled from Romford, Essex, to eat at the 
pub for a birthday meal. 

Also appearing in the guide for the first 
time is the Carpenters Arms in Eastling, 
where Simon Wills has fused traditional 
English cooking with French influences. 

He believes local produce is key to the 
success of the 14th century pub. 

Mr Wills said: “The pub is a rustic country 
place and we use as much Kent produce as 
possible, including rabbit and pigeon, as 
well as using Kentish pigs for our deep- 
fried pig’s cheek.” 

The Three Mariners at Oare is another 
newcomer to the guide. It uses 
local farm shops and serves fish 
from the only day boat working 
from Oare creek, which is just 50 
metres away. 

Manager Claire Houlihan said: 

‘We source a lot of our food from 
Broadstairs. We often get fruit 
and vegetables from local allot¬ 
ments and all our fish is from the 
Kent coast. 

“We have a delivery every 
morning - it’s so fresh, some of 
the fish are still alive.” 

The Three Mariners has only been open 
nine months but due to the popularity of its 
three courses for £10 offer, it will soon be 
extending its opening hours. 

Elizabeth Carter, editor of the guide, was 
impressed by Kent’s cuisine. 

She said: “Reporters to The Good Food 
Guide have identified an area, not a town, 
as the new gastronomic hot spot. 

“A rough triangle encompassing 
Canterbury, Whitstable and Faversham in 
east Kent has lured quality chefs, drawn by

One cat dies 
and two are 
hurt in pellet 
gun attacks 

THREE cats belonging to the same owner 
have been shot with air rifles, forcing vets to 
put one of the animals down. 

The RSPCA is investigating after the 
attacks on Marie Walpole’s pets in 
Northfleet. 

Phoebe, a three-year-old female, did not 
appear at breakfast time on Sunday, 
August 17. The cat had been seen by a 
neighbour the previous evening and was 
fine. 

Miss Walpole went looking for her pet and 
found Phoebe on the ground, covered in 
flies. The animal was taken to a vet, as she 
was dragging her back legs. 

Phoebe had been shot and was paralysed 
by a pellet lodged near the spine. A decision 
was taken to put the animal to sleep. 

Brian, a black 18-month-old male, was 
shot just days later. An X-ray showed the 
pellet had torn the muscle and shattered 
the bone in his hind leg. The pet has under¬ 
gone orthopaedic surgery.

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BURIED TREASURE: The Roman harbour shoreline 
could be revealed by this month’s dig at Richborough

AN archaelogical dig at Richborough 
Roman fort could be about to unearth 
secrets dating back 2,000 years. 

The fort, near Sandwich, is now more than two miles 
from the sea due to the silting up of the Wantsum 
Channel that once separated the Isle of Thanet from the 
rest of Kent. 

But in AD43 Richborough overlooked a sheltered har¬ 
bour where many invading Romans first set foot on 
British soil. 

English Heritage hopes a dig on previously untouched 
land may reveal the original Roman coastline, which has 
never been identified. 

Richborough, then known as Rutupiae, once boasted a 
bustling port and was the main gateway to Roman 
Britain. 

The dig, taking place this month, will focus on a section 
of the fort’s collapsed east wall, which has not been exca¬ 
vated before because it is too near the railway line. 

“We simply don’t know what we will find,” said archae¬ 
ologist Tony Wilmott. ‘We are keeping our fingers crossed 
that we will uncover some exciting new discoveries - who 



knows, perhaps even a ship - and that the dig will help us 
widen our knowledge about the port and harbour area of 
the site.” 

Members of the team plan to organise two tours of the 
site, taking in the settlement and amphitheatre, as well 
as the new excavations and any finds they unearth. 

The 90-minute tours take place from 2pm on Saturday 
and Sunday, September 20 and 21, and cost £2.50 per per¬ 
son, in addition to normal fort admission prices. 

Numbers are limited to 30 on each tour, so it is advis¬ 
able to pre-book by calling 01304 612013. 

The fort is open daily from 10am-6pm until September 
30. Admission is £4.20 for adults, £3.40 concessions, £2.10 
for children and £10.50 for a family ticket. Entry is free 
for English Heritage members. For more information, 
visit www.english-heritage.org.iik.

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Rap ist snared 
b y ‘cold case’ 
DNA experts 


A CUSTOMS officer has been 
jailed for 12 years for the kidnap 
and repeated rape of a young 
mother eight years ago in 
Folkestone. 

Kelvin Bennett, 45, is the first person to 
be snared by a team set up by Kent Police to 
investigate previously unsolved crimes. 

Bennett’s attack on December 9, 2000, 
went unpunished at the time because his 
DNA was not on the national database, but 
the case remained on file and he was even¬ 
tually caught when arrested last year for an 
unrelated domestic incident. 

Sentencing Bennett at Maidstone Crown 
Court on Wednesday, Judge Philip Statman 
said the attack on the 21-year-old “illustrat¬ 
ed every woman’s worst fear”. 

He added: “You forced your victim into 
your car in the early hours in a quiet street 
and drove her into the countryside, where 
on three separate occasions you stopped 
your vehicle and raped her. 

“She feared for her life. She begged you to 
let her go. She pleaded with you that she 
had a young child who needed a mother, and

you showed her absolutely no mercy. You 
illustrated by your conduct the control you 
had over her, and then you dumped her in a 
lane and drove off. 

‘You must have thought as the years went 
by that you had escaped justice and, but for 
the re-evaluation of this case by the county’s 
cold case unit, you would have done so.” 

Bennett was found guilty of three counts 
of rape and one of kidnap, after a week-long 
trial. 

Bennett’s victim, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, had wept from behind a 
screen as she described how she walked 
home from watching a Sex Pistols tribute 
band at her local pub with friends. 

The jury heard how the woman, now 29, 
was attacked after pausing briefly to make 
a phone call to her boyfriend. Shortly after¬ 
wards she was grabbed by Bennett. She 
screamed so loudly that it alerted two 
neighbours - at about 2.30am - who came 
out onto the dimly lit street. 

But she was driven off before residents

could investigate. She described how she 
was taken to secluded areas before being 
raped three times. During his defence, 
Bennett was described as a “ladies’ man”, 
who had sex with lots of women. 

Judge Statman told Bennett at the sen¬ 
tencing: “I saw your victim give her evidence 
and the impact your crime had upon her. 
She relived the ordeal of that terrible night. 

“While you were forced to accept by DNA 
findings that you had intercourse with her, 
you remain in denial.” 

Judge Statman praised the work of the 
cold case unit that was formed in April to re¬ 
investigate unsolved murders and rapes 
from the 1960s onwards. 

After the sentencing, Det Chief Insp 
David Withers said: “Bennett must have 
thought he had got away with it. 

“However, the latest DNA technology, cou¬ 
pled with the commitment and expertise of 
the Forensic Science Service and my team, 
proved to be his undoing.” 

DCI Withers said the unit was investigat¬ 
ing a further seven unsolved crimes. 

Bennett, from Birmingham, but who lived 
in Dover at the time of the rapes, will be eli¬ 
gible for parole in six years.

right help. Both his sons ended up performing 
well in their GCSEs, with one achieving a B in 
English and the other a C. 

“So I know that the strategies work, but it 
was certainly not for all Kent children at the 
time,” Cllr Dance said. 

KCC has had a dyslexia policy since 2005, 
and Cllr Dance said teachers and teaching 


assistants had been told what to look out for 
and what to do if the signs were spotted. 

Children’s and young people’s services 
departments at local authorities can apply to 
be part of the BDA’s Quality Mark scheme, 
which recognises schools that are employing 
appropriate teaching methods and where all 
environments are dyslexia-friendly.

TEACHERS who spot dyslexic 
tendencies in children should 
interview their parents to see if 
they have the learning difficulty 
a leading politician has said. 

Cllr Mark Dance, Kent County Council’s 
cabinet member for education, 
has made it his personal mis¬ 
sion to improve services for 
dyslexic young people since he 
was elected 11 years ago. 

He told how during a visit to 
the Vanderbilt Kennedy Center 
in Nashville - which he 
stressed was not paid for by 
KCC - an expert on the learn¬ 
ing disability said they recog¬ 
nised dyslexia in a child by 
interviewing their parents 
because the condition is 
thought to be hereditary. The 
department, which researches 
human development, said the method 
worked in 90 per cent of cases. 

“There is a message for parents - if they 
feel they have problems with words, own 
up to it,” he said. “Discuss it with your 
partner, look at the child and whether they 
have difficulties in reading and the written 
word and talk to their teacher.” 

Cllr Dance, who has mild dyslexia him¬ 
self, said both his sons and their mother 
also had the condition. 

He said every effort should be made in 
schools to discover the learning difficulty 
in children as early as possible so that the 


right learning strategies could be put in 
place to help the young people succeed aca¬ 
demically and socially. 

Sue Flohr, helpline and policy manager 
for the British Dyslexia Association (BDA), 
agreed that interviewing parents to try to 
get an early diagnosis in young children 
could prove useful. 

“It would be helpful as it is still not 
proven that it is hereditary,” she said. “We 
are campaigning for early intervention. 
The earlier it is identified the better but 
we also need to make sure all 
teachers are trained to identify 
it and to be able to deal with it 
once it’s diagnosed. And that is 
still a very big problem.” 

Dyslexia Action, a national char¬ 
ity that provides services and sup¬ 
port, defines the learning difficulty 
as one that mainly affects reading 
and spelling and which is charac¬ 
terised by difficulties processing 
word-sounds and weaknesses in 
short-term verbal memory. 

It is not related to intelli¬ 
gence, race or social back¬ 
ground, varies in its severity 
and often occurs alongside other learning 
difficulties such as dyspraxia, which can 
affect movement and co-ordination, and 
attention deficit disorder. 

Cllr Dance said: “Before becoming a coun¬ 
ty councillor I was going through issues 
with my lads where they both had dyslexia 
to a greater or lesser degree. 

“My position on the council made me 
more determined that we had a strategy in 
place and I convinced the educationalists 
here that this is something we needed to be 
sorted,” he said. 

He had to pay for his children to get the

Previously, getting to the bottom of a problem was a time-consuming task and 
sometimes meant excavating the road. Now, thanks to new Xtek CCTV 
equipment, we can find the precise cause and location of a problem, before we 
start digging up the road. This means that we can carry out works with the 
minimum of disruption and the costs of the works are lower too. 


The new equipment also means that we can work more efficiently because we 
can survey multiple sites in a day. 


The new equipment has been in use since the end of June 2008 and it has 
already been used on over 180 known flooding problem areas, to deal with 
existing issues and to help us plan future works for Kent. 


Taking control ofyour safety 


If you’re like most drivers, you probably don’t give 
roadwork controls much thought. However, the 
crews at Kent Highway Services have to consider 
roadwork controls carefully to make sure that we 
keep disruption to a minimum. 


We also take into account the type of traffic using 
the carriageway, the location of the works, for 
example, if they’re near permanent traffic signals 
or a railway crossing, and whether the driver has 
restricted views at the works. 


Did you know that there are five different types of 
traffic control for works: ‘Give and Take’ signs, 
priority signs, Stop/Go boards, portable traffic 
signals and ‘Stop Works’ signs? 

The need for traffic control is dependent on a 
number of factors, but it is normally used where 
the existing carriageway is reduced in width to 
less than 6.75 metres if the traffic flow includes 
buses and HGVs, or 5.5 metres where the traffic 
includes cars and light vehicles. 

To decide which control to use, we look at the / 
maximum speed limit, the length of the works \ 
and the traffic flow. \ 


Stop/Go boards can be used where traffic flows 
are inconsistent throughout the day and portable 
traffic signals might be used where traffic needs to 
be more accurately controlled such as at junctions, 
or on heavily trafficked and high speed roads. 

So, whatever method you come across, you can 
\ be sure that a lot of thought has 
gone into it, to make sure 
that your journey is 
as smooth as possible.

Learning 

to share 


For most people, the term ‘shared space’ probably 
relates to someone standing too close, but for 
Kent Highway Services, it’s an innovative new 
street design approach for town centres. It’s been 
tried and tested elsewhere, especially in 
continental Europe, and we’ve just installed a 
shared space area in Ashford as part of the town’s 
transformation. 

So what is a ‘shared space’? Well, it’s all about 
getting a fairer balance between motorists and 
other street users. It works by changing the whole 
character of a street or area and reducing traffic 
speeds down to 2omph. 


Parts of Ashford have been made into a shared 
space area to tackle a historic problem caused 
by the old ring road. The road in its previous 
layout had cut people off from the town centre 
and the fast moving traffic was intimidating 
for pedestrians, so the town centre had become 
very inaccessible. The new shared space, along 
with the new road layout, is opening up the 
town again.

A WOMAN who lost two partners to a cancer 
caused by asbestos says the deaths have left 
her suffering from depression and even suici¬ 
dal thoughts. 

Avril Gooding-Grant, 51, from Hoo, lost her husband Chris 
to the industrial disease in 2001, and then her new fiance 
Les Alford five years later. 

She said: “Losing one person to cancer was bad enough, but 
losing two was just horrendous. I’m penniless now. Les was 
earning about £600 a week and I only had a part-time job 
before he died. 

“Since his death I’ve had to stop work because I’m suffer¬ 
ing from depression and I even tried to commit suicide last 
year. I’ve just lost the will to do anything.” 

Mr Grant came into contact with the killer dust when 
working as an electrician more than 40 years ago, and Mr 
Alford was a lorry driver and mechanic for 30 years. 

Mrs Gooding-Grant received £40,000 in compensation 
after Mr Grant’s death, but says that money has almost run 
out. She is due to find out this month if she 
will be awarded any compensation for Mr 
Alford’s death, because there have been 
arguments as to when he might have come 
into contact with asbestos. 

The cancer mesothelioma can lie dormant 
for many years after somebody is exposed 
to asbestos, before developing suddenly and 
killing its victim in months. 

Mrs Gooding-Grant was responding to a 
story in New Statesman magazine that 
suggests the asbestos industry lied to work¬ 
ers for years about the true dangers they 
would face. According to the report, there 
are almost a million documents on file that 
prove the link between asbestos and the 
deadly mesothelioma disease had been 
known for decades before the public was 
finally made aware. 

Mrs Gooding-Grant said: “I hold the 
asbestos manufacturers 1,000 per cent 
accountable for the deaths of Chris and Les. 

Why the hell should I have to suffer when 
there were people who knew full well what 
damage it could cause? They were complete¬ 
ly ignorant and clearly didn’t give a damn.” 

There are more than 70 new cases of the 
cancer every year in Kent, with doctors pre¬ 
dicting that the number will double by 2015. 

The New Statesman report says there are 
nearly a million asbestos-related microfilm 
documents in the office of the Manchester 
Metropolitan University Business School 
academic Geoffrey Tweedale. 

They prove, the magazine claims, that the 
former Turner & Newall manufacturing 
giant knew the dangers asbestos posed, and 
that it used public relations firms and 
politicians to keep it a secret. 

According to the publication, the files first 
refer to asbestos cancer in Rochdale in the 
1930s. However, solicitor Paul Meehan of 
the Kent Asbestos Forum described the 
report as “old news”. “The fact so many 
asbestos-related cases against employers 
succeed is because we can prove the indus¬ 
try flouted the health and safety laws of the 
time,” he said.

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Work starts on water main 


WORK has begun on a £1.3 mil¬ 
lion new water main to help 
secure future supplies in Ashford. 

South East Water is laying the 
pipeline, 6.5km long and 400mm 
diameter, to ensure it can contin¬ 
ue supplying drinking water to 
old and new customers as the 
number of homes grows.

LATEST laser scan¬ 
ning technology has 
helped revive a 
medieval church in 
Bromley. 

A grant of £28,000 from 
English Heritage has 
enabled St Botolph’s 
Church at Ruxley to be 
repaired and restored, and 
it could soon reopen its 
doors to the public. 

Last year the church was 
scanned with lasers to 
produce a three-dimen¬ 
sional digital model of the 
structure. 

This enabled architects 
to accurately analyse the 
condition of the whole 
church and see exactly 
where essential work was 
needed. The repairs have 
stabilised the building, 
which was, in part, at risk 
of collapse. 

James Evans, from 
Ruxley Manor Garden 


Centre, which owns the 
church, is delighted with 
the work. 

He said: “This is an 
important landmark and 
we hope we will soon be 
able to reopen it to the 
public so they can enjoy 
not only its impressive 
exterior but also its fantas¬ 
tic interior. 

“As custodians of this 
ancient building we are 
very pleased it has been 
repaired and hope its 
future is now on its way to 
being secured.” 

The Grade-II listed 
building, known as Ruxley 
Old Church, dates to the 
14th century. 

The building was used 
from the 17th century as a 
barn, with an oast house 
attached to the east end in 
the 19th century. 

The restoration would 
not have been possible 
without the financial sup¬ 
port the church received.

Elizabeth Whitbourn, 
from English Heritage, 
said: “We are delighted to 
be able to help in the 
restoration of this 
medieval gem. 

“It has survived in 
numerous forms for more 
than 600 years and a struc¬ 
ture on this site is men¬ 
tioned in the Domesday 
Book. 

“Laser technology has 
been hugely important in 
helping to assess and 
record the building and, 
ultimately, identify where 
repair need was greatest.” 


The recent repairs come 
after several years of con¬ 
cerns for the church’s con¬ 
dition. Monitoring by 
English Heritage identi¬ 
fied structural problems 
and leaking gutters and 
pipes. 

In December, 2006, emer¬ 
gency repairs had to be 
carried out to prevent the 
northwest comer and but¬ 
tress collapsing. 

Since then, work has 
been carried out to sta¬ 
bilise the buttresses and 
rebuild part of the wall 
base.

Pioneers 
helped to 
found

THE Sackett family from 
Thanet were among the 
first colonists of America - 
arriving to make their mark 
in the New World only a 
decade after the pilgrims 
first set sail in the 
Mayflower. 

Thomas Smith, whose paternal 
grandmother was a Sackett, has 
been researching his family history 
for nine years, discovering that his 
ancestors played an active role in 
shaping what was to become the 
United States of America - from 
building infrastructure to aiding flee¬ 
ing black slaves. 

He said: “The journey of my 
Sackett family from Thanet to the 
new colony of Massachusetts and 
throughout New England, New York 
and Pennsylvania, tells the story of 
America. 

“They have spread to her furthest 
borders, and been her farmers, doc¬ 
tors, lawyers, merchants, warriors 
and legislators. They embody the 
spirit, adventure and freedom and 
hard work that made America the 
leader among nations that it is today. 

“Each may not have achieved their 
personal dreams, but together their 
accomplishments have become what 
is the American Dream’.” 


ANCESTOR: Mr Smith’s great- 
great-grandfather William W 
Sackett (1836-1915) 

Mr Smith, who lives in Clinton, 
Connecticut, is among more than 30 
members of the family from America 
who are heading for Thanet for a 
reunion this month. 

In 1630, Simon Sackett left the vil¬ 
lage of St Peter’s, with his wife Isabel 
and their young son Simon and 
arrived as the first settlers in 
Newtown, now Cambridge in 
Massachusetts. 

Mr Smith, 64, said he has often 
speculated why the family chose to 
embark on such an arduous and 
uncertain journey into the unknown. 


BACK HOME: Thomas Smith in 
Sacketts Hill, St Peter’s, Thanet 

There was strong reason, he said, 
to believe his ancestor left as part of 
a larger group seeking religious free¬ 
dom and also for financial reasons 
because he was not the firstborn son 
and could expect little in the way of 
inheritance. 

By the 1700s Mr Smith’s ancestors 
had become great landowners and at 
one time Joseph Sackett, a judge who 
was active in the church and town 
affairs, owned 6,000 acres in the area 
of New Windsor, New York. 

Along with his brother-in-law he 
ran a freight and passenger ferry 
service up the Hudson River into 
New York City. During the American 
War of Independence, when the 13 
British colonies rebelled against rule 
from London, the service was used to 
transport troops to join General 
George Washington in Boston. 

The Sackett Family Association, 
which researches and records histor¬ 
ical and genealogical data on Sackett 
descendants worldwide, provides 
quarterly newsletters for its mem¬ 
bers and also holds regular reunions. 

Arabella Sackett, who lives in 
London, is organising this year’s 
reunion in Ramsgate, which is being 
held from September 17-21. For more 
information visit www.sackettfamily.info.

HEALTH bosses will be urged to 
provide “singing on prescription” 
by a conference in Kent. 

Experts on music and health from around 
the world will present evidence that singing 
can have a profound effect on patients’ well¬ 
being. 

The event, Music and Health: Current 
Developments in Research and Practice, 
will be held at the Sidney De Haan 
Research Centre of Arts and Health at the 
University Centre in Folkestone. 

Co-director Professor Stephen Clift, who 
has been leading a three-year project, said 
research had included evaluating the bene¬ 
fits of 40 singing clubs for older people 
across the county run by Folkestone-based 
charity Sing For Your Life. 

Members of the clubs include elderly peo¬ 
ple with dementia and Alzheimer’s. 

“The conference is a way to flag up the 
idea and say more of these should be avail¬ 
able for people to join,” he said. 

“It is about encouraging health profes¬ 
sionals to see the value music has. We would 
like to see the NHS invest in this. It would 
not cost huge amounts; it is about raising 
awareness and creating a structure. 

Potential power 

“We want people in healthcare to be more 
aware of the potential power of music to be 
beneficial for wellbeing and health.” 

Prof Gene Cohen, of the Centre of Ageing, 
Health and Humanities at George 
Washington University in Washington DC, 
USA, is the keynote speaker. 

He will seek to prove the positive impact 
of singing in later life at the two-day confer¬ 
ence, which starts on Tuesday. 

“An active engagement with music can be 
good for an older person’s overall physical 
and mental health,” he said. 

“I will focus on the effects of singing on the 
mind and the immune system, and how 
music and art can have positive influences 
on the course of illness.” 

It is believed music can be used to support 
our ageing population, including those suf¬ 
fering from dementia, people with brain 
injuries and mental health patients. 

Prof Clift said: “We will be launching a 
report which reviews all the available evi¬ 
dence, which is fairly limited because the 
area has only recently attracted interest. 

“Nevertheless, a number of them do seem 
to show that if people are involved in music 
it can be very beneficial.” 

He said the main effect of music and tak¬ 
ing part in singing groups was psychologi¬ 
cal, making people feel good, relaxed and 
increasing their sense of wellbeing. 
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experts call the tune 

Music conference to advise ‘singing on prescription’ 



Physically, singing can be seen as a moderate 
form of aerobic exercise and has particularly 
benefited people with breathing difficulties, 
such as asthma, because it gives the lungs such 
a good workout, he said. 

“It is quite clear that elderly 
people benefit. It can combat 
depression and social isola¬ 
tion. In terms of dementia, it 
is well known that the capaci¬ 
ty to 
engage 
with 
music is 
something 
that can 

remain unaffect¬ 


ed by dementia, even when people’s memory is 
compromised and they have lost the ability to 
communicate through language. 

“I used to run one of these singing clubs in a 
care home. One lady could scarcely speak 
because her dementia was so severe, but she 
was perfectly capable of taking part in the 
singing group’s activity and used to conduct the 
choir,” Prof Clift said. 

The county’s NHS organisations are already 
beginning to take heed of the research and an 
occupational therapist for the Kent and 
Medway NHS and Social Care Partnership 
Trust has started a singing club at a centre for 
people with mental health problems in 
Canterbury. 

Ann Sutton, chief executive of the Eastern 


and Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust, said: “I 
believe singing for health brings huge benefits 
to certain people. 

“Last spring, the PCT held a health and well¬ 
being event in Folkestone. A singing workshop 
engaged participants for a fun-filled half hour 
that made everyone feel great afterwards. I 
have never seen such a gathering of smiling 
faces.” 

The conference, which is the first of its kind in 
the country, has been organised by the research 
centre, which is part of Canterbury Christ 
Church University, and the Royal Society for 
Public Health.

AN ADOPTION policy from BT 
could save scores of Kent’s classic 
red telephone boxes. 

The telcoms giant plans to dispose of thou¬ 
sands of its unprofitable payphones 
throughout the country but is allowing dis¬ 
trict, parish and county councils to apply to 
keep the K6 Jubilee kiosks for just £1. 

However, the equipment inside will be 
removed unless taxpayers’ money is used to 
foot a £500-per-year bill. 

A BT spokesman said: “During consulta¬ 
tions a number of suggestions were voiced 
by local people and local government. 

“We have listened to these and can con¬ 
firm local authorities that wish to maintain 
red boxes - minus the telephone equipment 
- for aesthetic or heritage reasons will be 
able to do so. 

“In addition, local authorities that have 
requested to contribute to maintenance 
costs to retain a red kiosk with a working 
telephone will also be accommodated.” 

Jubilee fan Graham Wanstall has been 
fighting to save K6s for 20 years and has 
succeeded in getting 12 Kent kiosks listed 
by English Heritage. 

He welcomed the decision by BT but said 
he was unsure if it would make a difference. 

Mr Wanstall, from Dover, said: “They’ve 
given our councils two options but what wor¬ 
ries me is that many won’t bother with 
either. Most I’ve found to be indifferent. 

“If a telephone box has been in a village for 
60 years it is part of its heritage and needs 
to be saved. They are British icons.” 

This year Mr Wanstall helped bring to

public attention the proposed closure of the 
kiosk outside Whitstable Castle, among oth¬ 
ers. BT places notices inside the booths it 
wants to shut but because few people use 
them they are often unaware of the plans 
until it is too late. 

However, Mr Wanstall said no such warn¬ 
ing has been placed inside an iconic box at 
Folkestone harbour that is also under 
threat. 

He said: “It’s been there 70 years and there 
are very few left at harbours but if there are 
other phone boxes within 400 metres BT 
does not have to consult. 

“I’m not sure the others are that close but 
if it has to go I will be asking BT to allow 
Folkestone council to take it over.” 

Another man who would be sorry to see 
the kiosk go is local artist Shane Record, 
who has paintings of it at his gallery in The 
Old High Street. 

He said: “I could tell you so many stories of 
people who have come in and reminisced of 
times when they have used that phone box. 

“The problem is it just doesn’t get used 
much, but I would adopt it for £1.” 

A Shepway council official said BT had 
offered five red telephone boxes for adoption, 
but the council had not yet decided if it 
should accept the offer. 

She added: “Even if the boxes were not 
connected and simply retained as a local fea¬ 
ture, there would be a financial commitment 
in maintaining and repairing them.

‘We will be contacting local town and 
parish councils about BT’s adoption scheme 
because they might want to be involved.” 

The deadline for all councils to register 
their interest is October 1. 

Meanwhile, Tonbridge and Mailing council 
has written to telecoms regulator Ofcom 
asking to be reimbursed for the cost of a con¬ 
sultation process on the proposed closure of 
18 payphones in the borough. 

The exercise is estimated to have cost tax¬ 
payers £1,050 in staff time alone. 

Cabinet member for community develop¬ 
ment Cllr Nicolas Heslop said: “When we 
considered our own response to BT’s propos¬ 
als, we also came to the conclusion our resi¬ 
dents are being taken for a ride here. 

“BT is a commercial organisation, yet the 
cost falls on local taxpayers. We believe 
there is a principle here and feel very 
strongly either BT or Ofcom should fund the 
exercise, not residents.”

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Yobs ruin pledge on vandalism

A SPEECH on vandalism at 
Dartford FC was interrupted by a 
security guard’s revelation that 
six vehicles had been damaged in 
the car park. 

Borough council leader Cllr Jeremy Rite 
was left red-faced by the 
news, which he received at 
the club’s Princes Park 
ground as he spoke to 
members of the Dartford 
and district 41 Club, which 
is affiliated to the Round 
Table, about how vandal¬ 
ism was being successfully 
tackled in the borough. 

He said: “It wasn’t my 
finest hour and it was 
typical that we were told in 
the middle of my speech, 
but you have to look at 
things like this over a 
period of time. 

“I’ve given the same talk 
many times because van¬ 
dalism in the borough is

because I wasn’t responsible 
for it. I’m more concerned about how we can 
deal with it in the future. There are some 
people who have a violent mind, and when 
things don’t go their way their first reaction is 
to lash out.” 

The vandalised cars suffered only minor 
damage, including scratches and broken 
wing mirrors. 


Mike Tibby, chairman of Dartford English 
Democrats, was among those who attended 
the meeting, which included a tour of the 
ground. 

He said Cllr Kite was not originally due to 
speak but that he stepped in for a council offi¬ 
cer who called in sick. 

Mr Tibby added: “There we were listening 
to the leader of the council telling us what a 
good job was being done to reduce vandalism 
and graffiti, and then that happened. You 
couldn’t make it up. 

“I think Cllr Kite will 
openly admit he loves to 
promote himself, so this 
was quite comical. I was 
shocked at first and felt 
sorry for my friend who 
had his car vandalised, 
but afterwards we could 
see the funny side of it 
because of what we had 
been listening to earlier.” 

Dartford have played 
home games at Princes 
Park since November, 
2006. Financial problems 
forced the club to sell its 
Watling Street venue in 
1992 and ground-shares 
with Thurrock and 
Gravesend followed until 
the council agreed to fund 
a new stadium in 2004. 

Cllr Kite was a strong ally 
in the club’s fight for 
Princes Park, and said the 
community was now feeling the benefits of 
the development. 

He said: “We tried to make it an open 
community area so people would feel wel¬ 
come to come along and enjoy what the 
ground has to offer. In fact you would have 
thought there would be more vandalism 
because it is so open.”

Holocaust family inspire puppeteer 


THE art of puppetry will be used to explore 
photographic staples of happy family holi¬ 
days, family histories and the even Holocaust 
in a performance at a seaside resort. 

Estelle Rosenfeld’s show Ida and Isaac’s 
Shelter will take place at the end of the 
Folkestone Triennial, which has seen spe¬ 
cially commissioned contemporary art dis¬ 
played in public spaces around the town 
since June. 

The 30-year-old puppeteer, who is origi¬ 
nally from Paris but now lives in 
Canterbury, said she has always been inter¬ 
ested in the boundaries between dolls and 
puppets, and has experimented with ani¬ 
mating soft toys, dolls and Playmobils. 

She said: “I am focusing on the fact both 
[dolls and puppets] are objects representing 
human figures, and I would like to explore 
the situations in which human beings 
become objects. 

“They are also linked with childhood and 
childhood games. 

“Children can treat them with either ten¬ 
derness or cruelty, moving from stroking 
their hair to pulling off their heads. 

“I am interested in using this as an anal¬ 
ogy for the torturer-victim relationship.” 

Her work was inspired by an old photo¬ 
graph she found in her Paris studio. 

After asking her father about its origins 
she found it was of his father’s family and 
taken at Berck-Plage, a then fashionable 
seaside resort in northern France, in 
around 1930. 


exhibition standard, Mrs Hudd is hopeful earli¬ 
er sketches will prove popular when they go on 
sale at the Horsebridge Arts and Community 
Centre, Whitstable, from September 10-23. 

She said: “I turned to art after my children 
had grown up, and I did quite a few pictures 
using the pastille painting technique. I’ve had 
an interest in drawing since I was at school. 

“But in about 1995 I started finding it diffi¬ 
cult to hold a pencil and I couldn’t see proper¬ 
ly. I had double vision and it was all part of 
MS, so I gave up drawing. 

“MS affects you in so many different, horri¬ 
ble ways. You can’t hold a toothbrush, you 
can’t cut up food and sometimes you can’t 
even put the food in your mouth. 

‘You just have to carry on and do what you 
can, and I’m getting by. Thankfully I can still 
see and - touch wood - it will stay that way.” 

As well as Mrs Hudd’s drawings, the exhi¬ 
bition will also feature artwork by her part¬ 
ner and carer Bob Fludgate and their friend 
Trish Going. 

Mr Fludgate’s paintings are described as a 
“celebration of light” while Mrs Going’s work 
consists of seashore paintings and still lifes. 

Mrs Hudd, whose pictures are mostly 
tongue-in-cheek illustrations of everyday 
events, says she did not plan to return to her 
hobby after more than 10 years away from it. 

She will donate at least 10 per cent of the 
exhibition’s profits to the Thanet branch of the 
MS Society. 

She said: “They’ve helped me a lot and will 
be taking me and some of my artwork to 
Whitstable in their ambulance. 

“They help their members buy equipment 
like mobility scooters and furniture for their

MUCH like the gloomy weather front that 
has hung over the county all ‘summer’ and 
shows no sign of letting up, predictions for 
the economy are bleak. 

Kent as a whole has seen an increase in 
the number of homeowners at risk of 
losing their homes since last year, with 
affluent Tunbridge Wells hardest hit - 
showing people of all incomes are being 
stung by the economic slump. 

Estate agents fear the worst is yet to 
come and that the number of homes being 
repossessed, which rose 49 per cent 
nationally recently, would continue to 
grow as the credit crunch tightens its hold 
on us all and squeezes the life out of the 
property market. 

There can be few worse things in life for 
people, especially families, than the 
prospect of losing their homes. 

Alastair Darling, the Chancellor, believes 
current economic woes are “arguably” the 
worst in 60 years. 

Much like this week’s heavy rain, the 
blows of the credit crunch seem relentless. 

However, while it is unlikely anyone will 
escape the economic downturn completely 
unscathed, Kent could fare better than 
most places. 

Both Ashford and Maidstone bucked the 
trend with less homeowners facing repos¬ 
session than last year. And as a whole, fewer 
property owners in Kent are at risk of losing 
their homes than in any other county.

Road to the White House 


SIR ROBERT WORCESTER say s 

the US presidential election is 
too close to call, but it’s been 

a fascinating contest so far 


NEVER in my nearly 40 
years in this, my adopted 
country, have I known 
any election - British or 
otherwise - to generate 
as much interest as the 
US presidential contest 
has this year. 

At the outset it was clear new 
ground would be broken. Either a 
black candidate would be nomi¬ 
nated by the Democrats - a first - 
or a woman - another first. 

And the Republicans this week 
anointed the oldest candidate 
ever at 72. 

A wise man (for a politician) 
taught me many years ago that “a 
week is a long time in politics”. 
Think of it - the US election has 
been going on since the beginning 
of the year, eight months now, and 
the ‘official’ election starts tomor¬ 
row. It ends in two months’ time, 
on November 4. Are the candi¬ 
dates up for it? Heavens, are we? 

I’ve lost count of how many peo¬ 
ple have said they’ve never fol¬ 
lowed an election as closely. 

Or been as well served by the 
media, for all the print and broad¬ 
cast outlets have had their best 
reporters and commentators cov¬ 
ering the campaigns, the conven¬ 
tions, and the ins and outs of the 
candidates’ fortunes. 

At the Democratic convention it 
was “will she or won’t she” and 
Hillary Clinton certainly did - 
enthusiastically endorsing 
Barack Obama in Denver. This 
week the Republicans have faced 


their own hurricane with John 
McCain’s announcement that a 
44-year-old Alaskan would be his 
running mate, Sarah Palin. 

She’s pro-gun and anti-abortion, 
a life member of the National 
Rifle Association, a religious evan¬ 
gelist and churchgoer, deeply com¬ 
mitted to what they call the “right 
to life”, a creationist who wants to 
ban the teaching of evolution in 
Alaska, where she is governor and 
has served less than two years. 

I said months ago there were six 
reasons I thought McCain would 
lose the election, and it’s worth 
mentioning the first two in this 
context. First, he celebrated his 
72nd birthday last week and 
might not be able to stay the 
course, either in the gruelling 
campaign ahead or a four-year- 
term if elected. Either way, it is 


unlikely that at 76 he would go for 
a second term. Secondly, and fol¬ 
lowing on from McCain’s age, 
what makes the selection of the 
vice-presidential candidate cru¬ 
cial is the possibility that they 
would either take over in the 
event of his death or incapacita¬ 
tion, or would be the likely 
Republican nominee in 2012. 

If he chose anyone from the left 
of his party, it would shave a point 
or two off his share of the vote as 
right-wing Republicans would not 
forgive him. And if he chose any¬ 
one from the far right, it would be 
an invitation for young, idealistic 
Republicans to vote with their 
hearts rather than their heads - 
for Obama. This would be sig¬ 
nalling to the rest of the world 
that America has changed, and 
that the unpopularity of George

W Bush abroad and the damage 
done to America’s image would be 
overcome at a stroke. So where do 
the parties stand at this crucial 
point? With the Democratic ticket 
of Obama and Joe Biden an aver¬ 
age of seven points ahead of 
McCain and Palin, no longer in 
the statistical dead heat some 
suggest. 

Where it counts, however, is not 
in the national polls but in the 
individual states - and there the 
race is much closer. 

My source of data is www.real- 
clearpolitics.com, which tells you 
everything you want to know 
about the election. Last week they 
gave Obama 228 electoral votes to 
McCain’s 185, when it takes 270 
to elect a president, which seems 
a solid lead in the states where 
the outcome is already clear. But 
when experts use state-wide polls 
in the swing states to make their 
best guess, they give Obama a 
tiny margin, 273 to 265. Certainly 
too close to call. All it would take 
is Colorado, with nine electoral 
votes, to go Republican to elect 
McCain. There’s all to play for.

End this primate hell 

September 1 was International Primate Day, 
a day for remembering the plight of 
thousands of monkeys incarcerated in 
laboratories across the world where they are 
subjected to painful and, ultimately, lethal 
experiments. 

Ten thousand lives are taken every year in 
EU countries alone, with Britian accounting 
for one-third of that total. 

The animals are poisoned in toxicity tests 
or suffer appalling experiments on their 
brains that typically involve breaking 
through the skull, deliberately damaging the 
brain and - post-operatively - setting the 
monkeys repetitive tests that might involve 
withholding water and food to ensure 
compliance. 

Despite genetic similarities, there are 
significant differences between humans and 
other primates relating to anatomy, 
metabolism, physiology, biochemistry and 
pharmacology. 

This means results from other primates 
cannot be reliably applied to our own species. 
For instance, although 85 different Aids 
vaccines have shown positive results in non¬ 
human primates (mainly chimpanzees, our 
closest genetic relative), all have failed in 
human trials. 

More than 150 MPs recently signed an 


early day motion calling for a ban on primate 
experiments, while more then 400 MEPs 
signed a written declaration supporting the 
same aim.

I was interested in your story about a new 
generation of seafarers (August 24). 

I went to sea in 1940 and remained with 
the same company until 1956, starting as a 
boy rating, thence to full rating and petty 
officer, before receiving promotion to purser. 

I was then appointed superintendent, a 
position I held for 10 years before 
transferring to another shipping company in 
a similar position ashore. 

I remained in the marine industry in a 
managerial position until the age of 70. 

Towards the end of my career the dark 
days unfolded, in which both seafarers and 
ships became redundant. ‘Containerisation’ 
was gradually taking over. 

You will appreciate, therefore, how 
heartened I was to read about the call for a 
“new generation of seafarers”. 

My first reaction was to question where the 
ships requiring crews were coming from, 
certainly not many from the UK. 

Our rates of pay would not appeal to many 


overseas owners. The ferries are the largest 
employers of local seamen - the officers have 
usually changed to ferries after deep-sea 
service. 

The majority of British ratings who have 
not had deep-sea experience seem to consider 
themselves shore workers whose job entails 
working a shift system in coastal waters. 

I am familiar with Gravesend Sea School 
and they were excellent trainers. In the main, 
we were a self-disciplined lot. I am sure the 
sea schools of today would make the point 
that the boys would have to be well behaved, 
interested and intent on remaining at sea. 

I trust you will accept my observations as 
factual rather than critical, as well as helpful.

EVERYBODY’S doing it - bring¬ 
ing out leaner and greener sub¬ 
brands. 

VW started it with BlueMotion versions of 
key models, Ford has ECOnetic and now 
General Motors’ Vauxhall has launched the 
first of many ecoFLEX versions of its pre¬ 
mier ranges - other makers are waiting in 
the wings with branding inspired by buyers’ 
need to save motoring costs and be seen to 
be green. 

Naturally enough for Vauxhall, it is the big¬ 
selling Astra family line-up that carries the 
new flag; it features a 1.7-litre turbodiesel 
producing C02 emissions of just 119g/km and 
capable of averaging more than 60mpg. 

Available as a five-door hatch, three-door 
Sport Hatch or estate, this lean and green 
option falls into the lowest benefit-in-kind tax 
band for company car drivers and the lowest 
payable road tax band (B - £35/year). 

However, Vauxhall insists that the Astra 1.7 
CDTi ecoFLEX has not sacrificed driver 
involvement to go green. 

It still has HOPS (108bhp) on tap - 10PS 
more than the existing Astra 1.7 CDTi - and 
will reach 117mph. The greater efficiency 
comes from a higher axle ratio, optimising the 
computerised engine management and other 
powertrain tweaks. 

Weight has also been cut by a hefty 30 kilos 
and the car made more slippery through the

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‘Scooby Doo’ now 
does a diesel too 




SUBARU’S UK profile has been 
dominated by the rallying exploits 
of its mid-range Impreza. 

This was demonstrated poignantly at the 
weekend by a 1,100-strong convoy of ‘Scooby- 
dos’ commemorating the marque’s late rally 
star Colin McCrae and raising £40,000 for 
charity as well as earning a mention in the 
Guinness Book of World Records. 

Very much in the shadow of this rally jacket 
and baseball cap-wearing fanbase is a less 
obvious yet no less important band of serial 
owners - rural owners who admire Subaru’s 
rugged estate models. 

This ‘other’ group moved into the limelight 
with the arrival this year of a long-awaited 
Subaru diesel option. 

For a brand known for sure-footed all-wheel 
drive models, Subaru slipped up badly by not 
having an engine to capitalise on the rise of 
diesel. This was compounded by its equally 
staunch adherence to horizontally-opposed 
boxer’ engines that are great for low down 
weight, longevity and power, but dictate an 
engine bay that differs from the norm. 

So, Subaru could not just buy a diesel off the 


shelf without expensive re-engineering or 
compromises on its cars, so it created the first 
boxer diesel made for a car. 

An interesting footnote is that the only other 
known boxer diesels were two-stroke units 
produced in Kent by the former Rootes 


Tilling Stevens’ plant in Maidstone and used in 
Commer trucks. 

Their power to weight ratio and general per¬ 
formance was superior to conventional designs, 
but the line was axed after Rootes’ takeover 
by Chrysler, keen to protect its interests in 


conventional Cummins and Perkins diesels. 

It does suggest that Subaru could be onto a 
winner though after struggling to sell its 
relatively thirsty petrol models into a UK 
market now ruled by diesel. 

And the development was no mean feat for

minnow, despite being an arm of Japan’s Fuji 
Industries conglomerate and having mighty 
Toyota as a shareholder. 

But the engine is here now and it will be a

What Subaru can expect though is a lot 
more interest from people who never consid¬ 
ered the brand’s unsung products before on 
the grounds of fuel economy; armed with its 
leaner and greener new engine, they can see 
that the Outback, in particular, has few com¬ 
petitors in the ‘rugged high-riding estate’ 
sector.

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Dealers’ guarded optimism over 
breakthrough for two-wheelers 


MOTORCYCLE dealers are quiet¬ 
ly optimistic, despite contradictory 
signs and influences on sales. 

Poor summer weather for leisure riders 
might also have been a dampener, literally, yet 
bike registrations leapt 22 per cent in July - 
August is expected to show similar promise. 

The industry says it signals a much-her¬ 
alded shift to two-wheelers to cut travel 
costs, congestion and pollution, but Kent

dealers are keeping feet on the ground. 

“We need to make sure we don’t get caught 
up in the hype about people turning to bikes 
in the current climate and there has probably 
been a bit of pre-registering to try to support 


the story,” said Duncan Pearson, director at 
Dartford’s EC Bate site. 

Pre-registering or not, bike registrations are 
up one per cent so far this year, compared with 
a near 3 per cent fall for the car market, which 
also lost 13 per cent in July - in an industry 
known to be far more adept at massaging reg¬ 
istrations than bike trade colleagues. 

Bike figures also show a trend towards prac¬ 
tical, multi-use and everyday bikes, suggest¬ 
ing a genuine switch from four wheels to two; 


sales of scooters and mopeds - the classic 
entry and commuter machines - increased 27 
per cent and 34.5 per cent respectively in July. 

Salesman Dean Stoner of Tunbridge Wells 
Suzuki backed the positive trend: “We are sell¬ 
ing an awful lot of bikes to people fed up with 
higher fuel and road tax, who either used to 
ride or want to switch from a car to a bike. 

“Scooters, of course, are popular as people 
look to get on two wheels for the first time, but 
our big seller is the GSX R750 road bike.”

Harley-Davidson thunders on 
despite struggling US sales 


BUOYANT Harley-Davidson sales in the UK and Europe are helping the 
classic American custom bike brand through a tricky period at home, 
writes Steve Loader. 

Volumes have grown three years on the trot for UK-based Harley- 
Davidson Europe, though they have fallen 13 per cent this year on a US 
market that accounts for 70 per cent of total brand volume. 

Energy prices and the faltering US economy have been blamed for the 
stumble stateside, but seem to be doing nothing to halt demand on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

Nor has it stopped the Harley-Davidson Group, including the muscu¬ 
lar Buell sports bike range, recently acquiring another bike icon - though 
debt-ridden of late - the Italian MV Agusta premium sports bike brand 
and its lightweight Cagiva sister. 

Bike fans are keen to see how these Italian 
thoroughbreds will fit in with their new arche¬ 
typal custom stablemates. 

To the layman, all Harley-Davidsons follow a 
similar Tug and beefy’ style, underlined by 
the 1969 movie classic Easy Rider in which 
stars Henry Fonda and Dennis Hopper rode 
heavily customised or ‘chopped’ long-fork 
Harley-Davidsons. 

However, the modem day line-up has diversi¬ 
fied into five distinct styles: the Sportster 
range are muscular road bikes with a distinc¬ 
tively smooth integration between fuel tank 
and seat, but they can looks lightweight 
against the almost bmtal V-Rod series, with its 
hot-rod styling. 

For the more classic ‘Harley 5 custom lines, 
check out the Dyna, Softail and Touring model 
ranges, with the Touring aimed especially at 
the comfortable long distance cmising that is 
part of the Harley-Davidson legend founded 
105 years ago in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, USA.

Cool reception for 
housing package

NOT bad, but could do better. 

That was the general verdict in Kent on the 
Government’s £1.6 billion package of meas¬ 
ures aimed at kick-starting the housing mar¬ 
ket, a key generator of the national economy. 

With the economic downturn bringing gloom 
and doom, ministers tried to give a boost to the 
housing market hoping that would at least 
begin to alleviate the situation and bring back 
some much-needed confidence. 

The details are: a one-year stamp duty holi¬ 
day on properties costing less than £175,000; a 
mortgage rescue scheme to help 6,000 families 
in danger of eviction; extra funds diverted to 
provide 5,500 more council houses; and a 
shared equity scheme to help 10,000 first-time 
buyers get into the housing market. 

Income Support for mortgage interest is also 
to be made more widely available from next 
April, a factor which seems to have received 
little publicity. 

But is the package just tinkering on the side¬ 
lines - a touch on the tiller, as it were, with 
more of a main drift towards boosting Govern¬ 
ment popularity - rather than addressing the 
root problem, which is generally agreed to be 
lack of mortgage funding? 

John Oakley, chairman of the East Kent 
branch of the National Association of Estate 
Agents said: “This removes the uncertainty 


and now means buyers will not be holding 
back or withdrawing from sales, as has been 
the case to date. 

“While this is a positive bit of news, it does 
not address the problems of getting a mort¬ 
gage in the first place. The Government needs 
to fundamentally reappraise stamp duty and 
the whole buying and selling process, includ¬ 
ing the disaster that is HIPs.” 

Guy Durdant-Hollamby, partner in the resi¬ 
dential conveyancing department at law firm 
Thomson Snell & Passmore, with offices in 
Tunbridge Wells and Greenhithe, said: “The 
stamp duty exemption applies only to residen¬ 
tial properties and will save buyers up to 


£1,750. Hopefully this will give first-time buy¬ 
ers the confidence to step on to the property 
ladder and kick-start the market. It will also 
end the weeks of uncertainty that have haunt¬ 
ed the market since whispers of holidays and 
breaks first surfaced, so putting many trans¬ 
actions on hold. 

“However, with press reports of house prices 
continuing to fall and mortgage approvals at a 
record low, it remains to be seen whether a one 
per cent saving will be enough to tempt these 
buyers back into the market.” 

Rob Procter, deputy chief executive of 
Chatham-based Kent Reliance Building Soci¬ 
ety, said: “It is the first bit of good news for 


quite a while.” Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors spokesman James Scott-Lee said: 
“The Government has failed to listen to 
the property industry and respond to market 
pressures. 

“The proposed measures will have little 
impact on those suffering in the current crisis. 

“Action to increase lending by improving liq¬ 
uidity in the mortgage market is essential as 
part of a coherent package of measures along¬ 
side help for first-time buyers and protection 
against repossession. 

‘Without making it easier to get a mortgage, 
the Government is doing no more than tinker¬ 
ing at the edges.” 


Rage against the machine - time to kick the habit? 



RELYING on email as a critical business 
tool has created a new phenomenon - 
e-rage. 

Some office workers get so stressed that 
they actually kick their computers, 
according to a survey of office workers, 
owners and managers. 

Specialist business ISP Eclipse Internet 
said that in Ashford, a whopping 81 per 
cent of office workers and company own¬ 
ers agree that email ‘downtime’ - when it 
isn’t working - causes major stress at 
work. 

For some, the frustration of not having 
access to email sees them resorting to 


extreme measures in an attempt to ‘fix’ 
the problem. 

More than 40 per cent responded with 
agitated mouse-clicking, while 10 per cent 
admitted to hitting computers in frustra¬ 
tion, and 6.1 per cent have actually resort¬ 
ed to kicking their computer - a number 
which rises to an alarming 20 per cent of 
respondents in small companies. 

In fact, e-rage is most prevalent in small 
firms. For these, email downtime is more 
stressful than arguing with colleagues 
and customers, receiving supplies late or 
being responsible for delayed deliveries. 

The research revealed regional e-rage 


hotspots across the UK Compared with 
the national average, office workers in 
Glasgow are three times as likely to take 
out their frustration by kicking their com¬ 
puter, closely followed by 10.4 per cent in 
Manchester and 8.7 per cent in Ashford. 

Mark Thomas, of Eclipse Internet, said: 
We know that in at least 40 per cent of 
small companies, email is set up and 
maintained by unqualified personnel. 

“As a result, these companies are more 
susceptible to suffering the consequences 
of e-rage. For companies that outsource 
their email, levels of e-rage are much 
lower.”

GET-rich-quick tycoons are on the 
decline - today’s new breed of affluent 
businesspeople value quality of life as 
much as quantity of money 

Business school academic Professor 
Scott Moeller says research shows the 
emergence of what he calls the new 
“enriched” - modem individuals com¬ 
bining financial success with personal 
and career fulfillment. 

He drew up a list of 15 businesspeo¬ 
ple who typify the trend and number 
10 is Mark Gilchrist, head chef at 
Game for Everything in Cranbrook. 

Prof Moeller, of Cass Business 
School, was asked to study the trend 
by NatWest Bank which saw that its 
own private banking for rich people, 
once mainly for middle-aged males, is 
now increasingly likely to be for 
females and younger people. 

He said: “We are witnessing a real 
decline in the traditional get-rich- 
quick generation. Our new breed of 
enriched affluent people values quali¬ 
ty of life as much as quantity of 
wealth. 

“They want the same financial 
rewards and wealth as their parents 
and grandparents, but also the person¬ 
al sense of achievement and fulfill¬ 
ment that comes from shunning tradi¬ 
tional professions to pursue dreams, 
enabling them to be masters of their 
own personal and financial destinies.” 

Game for Everything was set up in 
2005. 

Mr Gilchrist says on his website: “I 
hope to change people’s perception of 
game and bring it to a new audience. 

“Game and the countryside has been 
fundamentally mis-marketed and 
poorly branded for two generations. 

“I have developed my recipes and 
methods for modem game cooking, not 
from books but from the experience I 
have developed by shooting, process¬ 
ing, hanging and cooking over 50,000 
game birds.” 

• Leading the enriched list is 
Mark Herbert , a Sheffield-based 
film producer and MD of Warp 
Films , which was involved with 
the Shane Meadows movie This is 
England.

A MAJOR attempt to meet a grow¬ 
ing demand for skilled workers 
from Kent’s building industry by 
the University of Greenwich at 
Medway has been welcomed by 
regional experts.

SMEs are plagued 
by late payments 


SMALL businesses in the South 
have been worst hit by the econom¬ 
ic downturn because of late pay¬ 
ments, according to research by 
Bacs Payment Schemes, the com¬ 
pany behind direct debit. 

Almost two-thirds of southern SMEs - small 
to medium-sized enterprises - said they had 
been affected compared with under half in the 
North. 

Half said projects were taking longer to 
come to fruition compared with a national 
average of 37 per cent, two out of five said they 
had cut back on spending on things like busi¬ 
ness travel and more than a third said firms 
had started to pay later than before. 

But just over one in three said they were 
spending more time chasing late payments 
than before the downturn commenced, com¬ 
pared with the national average of 28 per cent.

There were usually one or more culprits: 
with 48 per cent of southern SMEs which had 
experienced problems blaming other SMEs; 46 
per cent pointed the finger at individuals and 
‘one-man bands’; while 42 per cent said large 
corporates were also guilty. 

Michael Chambers, managing director of 
Bacs, said: “With new stories breaking every 
day about the state of the economy, we wanted 
to ask the people at the coalface what they 
were experiencing. 

“Unfortunately, the results for the South do 
seem to mirror what is being reported more 
widely. The issue of late payments has long 
been a challenging one for small businesses in 
this country and, sadly, the problem seems to 
be worsening as belts are tightened and the 
pressure on cashflow increases.” 


Bacs said late payment legislation had been 
in place for more than 10 years, so it should be 
used. Firms are legally entitled to add statuto¬ 
ry interest to overdue invoices and can also 
claim reasonable debt recovery costs, if it gets 
to that stage. 

Reward prompt payers so they continue 
exercising good practice, and firms should con¬ 
sider offering early payers discounts, encour¬ 
aging them to keep the money flowing in. 

Founded in 1968, Bacs, the not-for-profit, 
membership-based industry body owned by 15 
leading banks and building societies in the UK 
and Europe, is celebrating 40 years of auto¬ 
mated payments this year. 

Since it started, more than 68 billion trans¬ 
actions have been debited or credited to 
British bank accounts via Bacs. In 2007 more 
than 5.5 billion UK payments were made this 
way, with a new peak day record achieved in 
November when 90.3 million items were 
processed in one day.

ONE in five UK accountants 
have confirmed clients have 
been refused credit or had fund¬ 
ing restrictions imposed due to 
the the credit crunch, according 
to latest findings. 

The figures, from a survey by 
invoice and asset-based lender 
Venture Finance, which has an 
office in Canterbury, provide the 
first real evidence that UK 
SMEs are starting to feel the 
downturn. 

The research also reveals a 
quarter of accountants believe 
clients are more nervous about 
investing in their business. 

The number of business fail¬ 
ures is expected to increase by 
18 per cent by the end of 2009, 
so it comes as no surprise that 


SMEs are feeling vulnerable. 

Venture said businesses need 
to find alternative ways of sta¬ 
bilising cashflow and sustaining 
working capital. While cost cut¬ 
ting is one way of responding, 
alternative forms of finance are 
available to provide security and 
ongoing business support. 

Peter Ewen, managing direc¬ 
tor, said: “As traditional lenders 
tighten their funding lines it is 
important for SMEs to recognise 
they have other options. 

“Independent invoice finan¬ 
ciers often have a better under¬ 
standing of the challenges faced 
by SMEs and can plug the fund¬ 
ing gap through more flexible 
finance packages, tailored to 
business requirements.”

Tax deadline is 
getting closer 

IT IS now opportune to highlight a 
couple of taxation matters that you may 
have noticed in the press recently which 
could affect many readers. 

Firstly, there is a new deadline for filing 
self-assessment tax returns if you want 
to complete a paper copy. 

To date there was a deadline of 
January 31 following the tax year in 
question, and it did not matter whether 
you completed a paper form or 
submitted your details online. 

Now, anyone wishing to continue using 
paper returns must have them in by 
October 31 or risk a £100 penalty. 

Online tax returns can still be submit¬ 
ted up to the January 31 deadline. 

About nine million people complete self- 
assessment tax returns each year and 
4.5 million were still filing paper returns 
last year. So if you are one of them, get a 
move on and get it done before October 
31. 

Secondly, if you are a basic rate taxpay¬ 
er, then this month, or next, you will be 
getting a tax rebate. 

In April, 2008, the Government did away 
with the lOp tax band, which cost most 
taxpayers about £223 a year in extra tax. 

Following the outcry about how they 
had hit the lower paid, ministers decided 
to raise the personal allowance, the earn¬ 
ings that you do not pay tax on, by £600, 
which will save £120. 

This comes into effect this weekend, on 
September 7, but is backdated to April, so 
there is an immediate rebate due in 
many pay packets. 

Unfortunately, higher rate taxpayers 
will not benefit, as the level at which 
higher rate tax is paid has been adjusted 
by £600 to make sure they do not benefit 
from this concession. 

Although the measure will not fully 
compensate for the loss of the lOp tax 
band, I am sure the extra in wage 
packets this month will make a 
difference for many in what are proving 
to be testing times.

It can be costly 
not to heed the 
experts’ advice

PAYING staff the correct amount and on time may sound straightforward, 
but with sick pay, student loans, maternity pay, pensions and more to 
consider, it’s not as easy as it seems.

Q What is National Payroll Week all 
about? 

A The week was developed by the Institute 
of Payroll Professionals, the UK’s leading 
provider of qualifications, training and con¬ 
sultancy for payroll and pensions. The aim is 
to highlight the crucial part payroll plays in 
the everyday lives of the UK’s workforce, in 
businesses and across the wider economy. 

In a firm such as DSH, it also is very help¬ 
ful in raising awareness of payroll among 
clients and other areas of its business. 

Q What issues do businesses need to be 
aware of when it comes to payroll? 

A The most important thing to remember is 
not to fall foul of the law as that could 
lead to serious repercussions. 

Employers need to keep abreast of amend¬ 
ments to statutory sick pay and maternity 
pay, the minimum wage, and also holiday 
entitlement. 

In the private sector, those in charge of 
payroll often have an HR rather than a 
financial background so they may not have 
as much knowledge as an independent pay¬ 
roll service. 

Also many employers offer benefits that 
need to be accounted for via the payroll and 
this is an added complication. 

Q What are the advantages in out¬ 
sourcing payroll? 

A There is so much legislation to keep up 
with that sometimes it is more cost effec¬ 
tive to use an expert, whether you have one 
employee or hundreds. 

For example, as well as processing payroll 
at a frequency that suits clients, we can com¬ 
plete the necessary forms for HM Revenue 
and Customs (HMRC), calculate student 


loan deductions, salary sacrifice schemes, 
pensions and redundancy payments. We can 
also offer advice and guidance on payroll pro¬ 
cedures, contracts, employment matters and 
payroll legislation, by accessing skills and 
knowledge in other parts of our business. 

Q How will the current changes to tax 
codes affect employees? 

A The loss of the 10 per cent starting rate 
tax band caused a lot of concern earlier in 
the year. To compensate, the Chancellor 
announced that from September 7 the basic 
personal allowance for 2008/09 would 
increase by £600 to £6,035. At the same time, 
the basic tax rate band will reduce from 
£36,000 to £34,800. 

Basic rate taxpayers - those who earn up 
to £40,835 per annum - will be £120 better 
off over the year, or £10 per month. 

This will be backdated for six months so if 
an employee is paid on or after September 7 
they will be £60 better off in September and 
then £10 better off each month until the end 
of the tax year. Higher rate taxpayers will 
not benefit from these changes. 

HMRC will issue new tax codes to every¬ 
one who has a code ending in L or starting 
with K, so 40 million individuals under the 
age of 65 will see their tax code change. 

Q What’s your background and what 
are your main responsibilities? 

A Before joining DSH earlier this year I 
spent 27 years as the HR and payroll 
manager for a large company, with a respon¬ 
sibility for three UK sites and 800 employees. 

Now my role is purely focused on the pay¬ 
roll side. I am also charged with using my 
management experience to streamline our 
processes to provide an even better service.

NEWS on the economy 
from the rural sector is 
mixed. 

Rising energy costs generally 
impact more on people living in the 
country than those based in towns. 
Public transport is often difficult to 
access - as well as being inconven¬ 
ient - making use of a car the only 
workable option. 

The rural industries, including 
those producing and growing for food 
consumption, are also badly affected 
by higher energy prices. As a result, 
what we put in our shopping baskets 
is costing noticeably more. 

Financial analysts are citing the 
knock-on effects of changes in land 
usage as a further contributory fac¬ 
tor to rising world food prices. Vast 
areas previously devoted to the pro¬ 
duction of food are being given over 
to growing crops to produce biofuels. 

As a consequence, production of 
wheat, rice and other staples has 
gone down and shortages are forcing 
market prices up. 

This in turn affects the prices 
of goods on the shelves of supermar-

kets and other food retailers. 

The price of animal foodstuffs has 
also risen, thus increasing farmers’ 
costs and resulting in the prices of 
meat and eggs rising. 

This directly influences the prices 
we pay for these goods, but it also 
affects the food processors whose 
costs increase likewise. In some coun¬ 
tries staple foods are not only horren¬ 
dously expensive but also in short 
supply. 

Scientists are warning of a further 
disaster. They are concerned by the 
serious environmental impact of raz¬ 
ing carbon-rich forests to provide 
land to grow crops for bio-fuels and 
they fear huge loss of biodiversity 
and impaired hydrological function. 

Although research is under way to 
find a sustainable and environmen¬ 
tally friendly source of energy, no 
really positive solutions appear to be 
on the way.

buy British food. Demand for region¬ 
ally produced food is rising especially 
quickly and this obviously benefits 
our rural communities. 

It is also worth bearing in mind 
that the food we put on our plates 
has a direct influence on the appear¬ 
ance of one of our most prized posses¬ 
sions - our countryside - helping to 
keep it the green and pleasant land 
we love. 

Creating awareness and increasing 
markets for Kent-produced food is 
crucial to the rural economy, so it is

Going for gold 


Paralympians aim to better T ea m GB heroics

A FORTNIGHT after the 
Olympics drew to a close, the 
Paralympics get under way in 
Beijing this weekend, with 
six Kent athletes hoping to 
make an impact. 

Featuring more than 4,000 competi¬ 
tors from around 140 countries, the 
12-day Games is the world’s second- 
biggest sporting event. 

Team GB’s Olympic squad outper¬ 
formed all expectations to finish fourth 
in the medal table last month, but the 
Paralympic team are expected to do 
even better. Britain has a long history 
of excellence at the event and won 94 
medals to finish second behind China 
at Athens in 2004. 

The most experienced of Kent’s sextet 
is swimmer Dervis Konuralp, who will 
be competing at his fourth successive 
Paralympics. The 27-year-old, from 
Dartford, who has a condition which 
affects vision in both eyes, is a five-times 
world champion and won bronze medals 
at the Sydney and Athens Games. 

Atmosphere 

Konuralp will compete in three 
events in the iconic Water Cube and 
was a keen observer of the Olympics 
last month. 

He said: “It’s great to get an idea of 
the atmosphere we are going to be 
competing in. Hopefully it motivates 
and inspires you. To see the results 
from Team GB was impressive. 

“It shows the impossible can be 
achieved - if you put the hard work in 
and have the right team bond any¬ 
thing can happen.” 

The computer science graduate 
walked away from the sport after Athens 
to concentrate on his studies. He spent 
two years out of competitive swimming, 
but the lure of an Olympic gold medal 
proved too seductive to turn down. 

He said: “I have achieved a hell of a 
lot but the one thing missing is an 
Olympic gold medal. When I came out 
of retirement the times were positive 
and hopefully I can produce the perfect 
race in that environment.” 

Britain’s Paralympic rowers will 
hope to enjoy as much success as their 
Olympic team-mates, who were the 
most successful nation at the regatta.

It will be the first Paralympics for 
both, and McKean admitted he had 
been surprised by the reaction from 
the public. 

He said: “Since the Olympics started, 
people are starting to see us wearing 
the kit and come up to you on the 
street and wish you luck. You don’t 
realise how many people want you to 
go out there and do well. 

“I think realistically we want to go 
out there and get a medal of the right 
colour. I think we can’t dismiss anyone 
else and it’s going to be a hotly contest¬ 
ed final. All we can do is get things like 
sleeping and eating right, all the 
things that make you a champion.” 

Herne Bay’s Nathan Milgate, 21, is 
also making his debut at the Games. 
The 2007 British champion will be 
competing in two shooting events and 
begins his bid for a medal tomorrow. 

Will Bayley, 20, is one of the youngest 
competitors in Team GB but is no 
rookie. The youngster, who grew up in 
Tunbridge Wells, took the British table 
tennis title last year. 

Steve Palmer from Bexleyheath was 
in the Great Britain wheelchair rugby 
squad which just missed out on a 
medal in Athens. Since then he has 
helped the side to two European 
Championship titles and despite being 
drawn in a tough group, will be hoping 
to make the final next Tuesday.

W ITH still so 
much to play 
for, in the last 
weeks of what 
has already been an epic 
season in many ways, I 
want to use this column 
to pay massive tribute to 
my Kent players. 

Whatever happens to us 
between now and September 
27, the scheduled last day of 
this campaign, I cannot give 
enough credit to the way the 
guys have kept going so well - 
amid all the disappointments 
and frustrations that we have 
encountered - and have reacted 
so positively to losing two cup 
finals in three weeks. 

The determination that every¬ 
one continues to show, and the 
contributions every single player 
in the squad has made to the fact 
that we have contested all four 
competitions right to the wire 
this summer, has been brilliant 
to see. I am a very proud captain 
of these players. 

A lot is made of captaincy in 
cricket, but let me just say 
that there is not too much 
any captain can do without class 
and character in his team. 

From a personal point of view, 
though, it has been a very tough 
season. Coming so close to sil¬ 
verware already, plus games like 
the one up at Durham and the 
recent championship match at 
Yorkshire where we ended up 
just one wicket away from victo¬ 
ry after being behind in the 
game for more than three days, 
have made it so frustrating. 

The Friends Provident Tro¬ 
phy final defeat at Lord’s, in 
particular, hit me very hard. We 
were favourites to beat Essex

that day, which brings its own 
pressures too, but we simply 
didn’t play anywhere near our 
capabilities as a team - and it 
hurt, hugely. 

I remember saying to the 
management staff afterwards 
that it would be very interest¬ 
ing to see how that massive 
disappointment affected the 
lads in the following final six 
weeks of the season. 

We had some very tired bod¬ 
ies in that dressing room, and 
to fight off the disappointment 
of losing that cup final, as well 
as the Twenty20 Cup final on 
July 26, was going to take a big 
effort. Being in contention in 
every competition has also 
meant very few breaks for the 
players throughout the whole 
season. 

But then Geraint Jones scored 
a magnificent hundred to give 


us the opportunity to beat Lan¬ 
cashire in the championship the 
following week, Robbie Joseph 
and Amjad Khan have been 
quite magnificent with the new 
ball, and Martin van Jaarveld’s 
great season continued with the 
hundred which kept us in that 
game at Yorkshire when losing 
the toss put us at such a big ini¬ 
tial disadvantage. 

N eil Dexter also made a 
superb hundred to lead our 
second innings fightback at 
Scarborough, and in recent 
weeks it has been noticeable 
how other players have stood up 
to offset the loss of both Yasir 
Arafat and Azhar Mahmood 
with injury. 

I have been very impressed 
with ‘RJ’ (Robbie Joseph) and 
Ryan McLaren in particular 
during the past couple of 


months. It is much more diffi¬ 
cult for fast bowlers to keep 
going throughout a summer 
because their bodies take such a 
pounding, and in county cricket 
these days if you don’t always 
give 100 per cent as a bowler 
you can go around the park. 

Robbie, Amjad, Joe Denly and 
James Tredwell are all certain¬ 
ties for at least England Lions 
places this winter, in my view, 
because not only are their 
records excellent but they all 
have the potential to go even 
further in the game and improve 
significantly as cricketers. 

Where we have gone wrong in 
the past - and I remember last 
season being like this too - is 
that we have got to the back end 
of the season with our bowling 
attack in bits, but Amjad’s fresh¬ 
ness in the past couple of 
months has been a great boost. I 
think people can see now why 
we didn’t rush him back earlier 
in the campaign. 

P romotion from Division 
Two of the NatWest Pro40 
would be the least we 
deserve after a season spent com¬ 
peting for every prize, but when 
we began this week’s champi¬ 
onship match against Surrey I 
would say that Nottinghamshire, 
Somerset and Durham were all 
ahead of us in the race for the 
county title. 

All I hope is that we can keep 
ourselves in contention until 
our last game, at home to 
Durham at Canterbury. Then 
we would have quite a bit in 
our own hands and, if everyone 
is still fit and available, it 
would be quite a selection deci¬ 
sion on our final XI. 

It has been easy in recent 
weeks to think that someone up 
there hasn’t wanted us to win 
anything. It has been a real test 
of our character, as individuals 
and as a team. Hopefully, by 
keeping going forward the way 
we have, we will get our final 
reward right at the end.

A CALL-UP to the England 
squad capped a meteoric rise for 
former Kent footballer Jimmy 
Bullard, who once plied his trade 
with Gravesend and Northfleet 
for £60 a week. 

The Fulham midfielder was called up to 
Fabio Capello’s squad for yesterday’s World 
Cup qualifier with Andorra in Barcelona 
and is also widely tipped to play some part 
in Wednesday night’s crunch clash against 
Croatia in Zagreb. 

Bullard’s career is a real rags-to-riches 
story after having been plucked from non¬ 
league and going on to feature in almost 
every step of the football pyramid up to the 
Premier League, and now England honours. 

The 29-year-old started out with 
Corinthians before he moved to Kent side 
Dartford. It was while with the Darts that 
he was noticed by Gravesend and Northfleet 
manager Andy Ford, who is now boss at Blue 
Square South side Welling United. 

Ford told Kent on Sunday: “I remember 
signing him when I was Gravesend manag¬ 
er. We felt there was something about him so 
we made a move while he was at Dartford. 
We got him on a contract for £60 a week and 
he was with us for about six months before 
we sold him to West Ham for £35,000.” 

Bullard, who went to Erith School, made 
a big impression at the Kent club during 
the 1998-1999 season. 

Roly Edwards has been secretary of 
Gravesend, now known as Ebbsfleet, for the 
last 11 years, and remembers registering a 
young Bullard at the club. 

Special 

He said: “He was clearly something special 
but was not with us for long because scouts 
used to flock to our games to watch him. 

“He was a cheeky chap and I don’t think he 
has changed from what I have seen. He was 
very lively and bubbly in the dressing room. 

“We felt he had something but you never 
know with these things, but clearly there 
was something different about him. 

“When West Ham came in for him, 
Queens Park Rangers wanted him too. In 
fact, they offered more - £50,000 - where¬ 
as West Ham bid £35,000, but he was a 
mad Hammers fan.” 

Ford described fitting Bullard into a team 
as “difficult” because he was such a livewire 
who enjoyed doing his own thing on the pitch. 

His confidence and self-belief gave him an 
extra edge, according to Ford, who believes 
Bullard has earned his chance with England. 

He said: “He always wanted to take every 
corner and free-kick and wanted to be 
involved in everything. 

“When I signed him I wouldn’t have 
thought he would go on to play for England

but having seen his career progress there 
was a point when he was at Wigan that you 
thought he might get a call-up. 

“He was one of the best players I have 
managed but there are some good players 
in non-league, it is just up to clubs to give 
them a chance.” 

After moving to his beloved West Ham, 
Bullard was eventually given a free transfer 
to Peterborough United in 2001 after failing 
to play a single game for the Hammers. 

A prosperous two years at the Posh netted 
him a £275,000 transfer to Wigan where he 
helped them in to the Premiership. He spent 
three seasons with the Latics before Chris 
Coleman signed him for Fulham. 

In September, 2006, Bullard suffered a dis¬ 
located kneecap in a game against Newcastle 
which left him out of the game for 16 months. 

He returned for Fulham last season where 
he almost single-handedly helped them avoid 
relegation. The combative midfielder has been 
rewarded for his consistent displays with an 


England call-up that should see him play some 
part due to the injuries to Owen Hargreaves, 
Steven Gerrard and Michael Carrick. 

Bullard said: “I’ve come up through the 
leagues. It has been slow but there have been 
a lot of great times and now wearing the 
England tracksuit is great for me, fantastic. 

“I was a painter and decorator with my 
dad at Gravesend. I did that for three years 
alongside playing non-league football. My 
dad looked after me. I owe a lot to him. He 
always said ‘always play to your best, never 
give in, you never know who is watching’.” 

Lifelong Fleet fan Edwards said:“I am not 
surprised he has been called up for England 
and in fact I feel he is something we need in 
the team. Other players have been accused 
of not having the right desire, but I know 
that is not something anyone will be able to 
accuse Jimmy of.”
